$50,000 MORE NEEDED 


TO FINISH CYCLORAMA 


Police Court Fines Show | 


Increase, But Receipts 
From Waterworks De- 
partment Are Less. 


Leaving out any contribution of 
funds for a new municipal curb 
market, as promised by eity council, 
and providing no appropriation for 
completing the cyclorama at Grant 
park, 
the city of Atlanta was finished 
Saturday for presentation to the fi- 
nance committee Monday and shows 
in js tentative form a deficit of 
$56,790.06. 

If the market promise and tne 
eyelorama request were met dn ful! 
tle shortage in the sheet would 
amount to approximately $150,000. 
Special appropriations already in 
the sheet, made continzent on the 
restoration of Atlanta’s tax rate to 
$1.50, are left Intact. and the main- 
tenance money of the departments 
has not been reduced. 

The tentative sheet was prepar- 
ed by City Comptroller B. Graham 
West and Alderman J, R. Seawrignht, 
chairman of the finance committee, 
‘n eonference With heads of the 
,aYious departments.” Any \changes 
desired may. be made by ‘majority 
yo.e of the committee. 

Income of $10,503,004.45. 

Total estimated receipts for the 
vear, after figuring an inticipated 
increase in the general tax of 
$4,000,000 and added income from 
other sources, were placed at $10,- 
598,604.45. Estimated apportion- 
ments amount to $10,650,394.51, a 
sum $56,790.06 in excess of the re- 
cei pts, 

As the result of additional re- 
cefpts which the comptroller and 

lderman Seawright agree can be 
conservatively anticipated, the 
school department will benefit by 
$20,000 not heretofore in sight, mak- 
ing the total apportionment, to the 
This 
crease of only $230,644 over last 
year, but the emergency tax of 
37% cents raised the rate to $1.62%, 
which was 12% cents more than 
the tax income on which the Octo- 
ber sheet is based. 

Early in the year the genera! 
eéuncil voted an appropriation of 
$12.500 toward the erection of a 
municipal curb market and passed 
a resolution promising to donate 
$30,000 more in October, The coun- 
ty also appropriated $42,500 to the 
market but its gift was enjoined 
in the courts. 

Mayor Key. a strong market ad- 
yocate, stated later that if it be- 
came necessary the city would fi- 
nance the whole cost of the project 
‘Chairman Seawright said Saturday 
that he did not see how the city 
could obligate itself a penny farther 
in respect to the market this year, 
and the cyclorama building, already 
partially finished, would have to 
wait. 

Cannot Make Cuts. 

“Our cards are all on the table,” 
stated Mr. Seawright. “We have 
gone over every item of revenue 
and expense carefully and methodl- 
cally. We do not see where we 
can make further cuts without in- 
jury. The school department is re- 
ceiving the major share of the in- 
come, We are up against a deficit 
and will have to do the best we 
can.”

Washington, September 24.—A 
shrinkage of more than One biilion 
dollars in income and excess profits 
taxes this fiscal year was reckoned 
upon by the senate finance commit- 
tee in revising the house tax bill, 
with a view to raising $3,324,000,000 
in internal revenue in the twelve 
months ending next June 30. 


This was disclosed by the majority 
report approved today by a commit- 
tee of republicans and made public. 
The estimated total] of revenue un- 
der the bill is $136,000,000 less than 
treasury experts have figured would 
be returned this fiscal year under 
the present law, but is $84,000,000 
more than the revised total under 
the house bill. . 

Estimated returns this fiscal year 
from income and profits taxes are 
$1,880,000,000, according to the re- 
port, as against approximately $3,-, 
000,090,000 of actual collections in 
the fiscal year ended last June 30. 
Only about $50,000,000 of this differ- 
ence of $1,120,000,000 is accounted 
for by changes proposed in the 


present law. Treasury officers and 
committee members explained that 
the remainder is charged off tai! 
shrinkage on account of business ¢ 
depression, diversion of funds to! 
tax-exempt other 
causes.

“Dear Colonel Simmons: Refer- 
ring to my letter of recent date ten- 
dering you my resignation as im- 
perial monnese of the Knights of the 
‘eu Klux lan to be accepted at 
your pleasure or whenever you 
considered the interests of the or- 
ganization demanded the acceptance 
of same, and in view of the fact that 
up to this date you have not seen 
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and after mature deliberation be- 
_dieving that it is the best interest 
of all concerned for you to accept 
‘t‘wame, I am therefore hereby in- 
-@isting that you accept my resig- 
‘tmation at once and appoint my suc- 
‘cessor at the ecarliest moment pos- 
aoible. If I felt that this would, 
‘$n any way embarrass you, or the 
organization, | would be willing to 
“stay on the firing line, but know 
that you have many good men in 
the ranks of the work that 1 feel 
could easily take my place, I have 
decided that this is the best course 
for me to pursue. 
“I do not. want you or any of my 
- associates to feel thet 1 am a quit- 
iter, therefore 1] dcsire to briefly 
explain to you the reason for my 
-eoming to the above conclusion: 


4Zongecr at my post in the work, for 
jan doing so, it will necessitate the 
| keeping of my business associate, 
‘Mra, Elizabeth Tyler, on the firing 
pidine of the Klan, because | am 
‘meither physically or financiaily 
fable to carry forward the work 
Peuccessfully without her assistance. 
' Regardless of her statement to the 
Atlanta Klan that she was willing 
to make any sacrifices if they so 
desired, I personally am not will- 
ting for her to do so as it is the 
Fenemies who desire to crush me 
through cowardiy and malicious at- 
,tacks on her personal character, 
believing full well that if they can 
-crush both her and me, they will 
fave won a substantia! victory in 
“their fight on the Klan. In view 
fof this fact if I stay on in the 
| work and keep Mrs. Tyler on the 
‘firing line there will be no depths 
‘'-to which the enemy will not stoop 
to accomplish their despicable pur- 
‘poses. Of course I know through 
(inside information that the per- 
"sonal character of practically every 
Jeader of the work wilkbe attacked, 
but they can stand it and come 
through much less cost than if 
.@ woman is forced to stand and 
‘face their villainous and lying at- 
tacks. 
Honorable and Dependable. 


“As know I have “been close- 
associated in business with 
Tyler for several years, 
and have found her to be 
honorable and dependable and 
a woman of the very highest 
type in every way, and the malicious 
charges which have recently been 
made against her in the public press 
are absolutely false. Inmy getting 
out of the work, therefore, she wil! 
automatically be out of same because 
your agreement is with me, and she 
is Simply my chief-of-staff in the 
propagation department of the work. 
I cannot feel that it is right, just or 
maniy for me to either force or al- 
Jow Mrs. Tyler to face the fire any 
longer, and she is too honorable to 
leave the work, regardless of the 
cost, sO long as I remain in same 
and need her at her post of duty. 
“Second—I have been under such 
physical strain for the past vear In 
putting over the nation-wide organi- 
zation of the klan, that my physician 
iells me that I am forced to take a 
few days’ rest if I am to avoid a 
complete physical breakdown, and I 
am leaving ‘Mrs. Tyler in charge to 
wind up the detail affairs as regards 
my connection with the department 
of propagation and to turn over in 
an orderly and intelligent manner 
all office detailg to my successor in 
the work. Our financial agreement 
will stand until my successor takes 
actual charge. 


Predicts Great Victory. 


“In conclusion, I desire to say that 
there is no question in my mind as 
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it has! 


Tit to take action on the resignation, ;: 


“Pirst—I am unwilling to remain : 


to whether or not the klan is going 
to win a great victory as a result of 
the present effort to discredit the 
organization. The principals of 
the organization are the very high- 
est and noblest and I feel absgo- 
lutely sure that the naitve-born, 
pure-white American wil] not be for- 
biddentheright to organize, when 
the aliens in America are allowed 
to do so. 

“If I can ever assist you in any 
way as a klansman, you knOw you 
have only to ecall on me and I will 
answer to the best of my ability. 

“Of course, it ig unnecessary for 
Me to tell you that as soon as I get 
a brief physical rest, I intend to pro- 
ceed to have those who have so 
maliciously slandered me answer to 
the fullest extent of the law, and I 
believe I can better carry forward 
this fight on the outside of the klan 
than in same, or as a2 member of its 
official force. Yours in the sacred, 
unfailing bond. 

“EDWARD YOUNG CLARKEE, 

‘“Tmperial Kieagie. 

“Personallly typed. 

“September 24, 1921. 

Absence of Colonel W. J. Sim- 
mons, imperial wizard; from At- 
lanta, remained unexplained at klan 
headquarters. His absence was ad- 
mitted but his distination and the 
purpose of his visit were both kept 
secret. Inquiries as to Colonel! Sim- 
mons met with the reply that any 
information would have to come 
from the imperial wizard. 

The language of the district at- 
torney’e ruling on the Hutcheson 
article was as follows: 


Alexander’s Ruling. 


“T do not see anything in the pub- 
lication referred to that is violative 
of any law of the United States. It 
seems to me that the utmost that 
can be said is that the language 
sised is violent and intemperate. 
But these are maiters with which 
the li.w does not- deal unless some 
reasonable suggestion can be put 
forward that the language tends to 
incite to murder, arson or assassi- 
nation. 

“On the face of the paper it could 
hardly he said to have such ten- 
dency, and I do not know of any ex- 
trinsic that gave the language a 
meaning different from what ap- 
pears from the face of it. 

‘If the  postoffice authorities 
should report such facts to me, and 
ask my opinion on any phase of 
the matter, it would be my duty 
to give it. No such request hav- 
ing been made, I merely express 
an impression of a casual nature. 
Il have made no investigation of 
the subject. and have no present 
intention of so doing.” 

Mr. Alexander made this ruling 
following a request by Chief Postal 
Inspector Louis Johnson, who had 
peen appealed to by W. F. Brandt, 
Atianja attorney, and a representa- 
tive of The New York World. 

Iollowing announcement of the 
district attorney’s ruling, Attorney 
Hutcheson declared that only those 
persons who wisitfed to see incen- 
dfarism in his article had seen in- 
cendiarism there. 

“The lenguage was purely 
urative, and [I don’t think that any- 
one could have been dense enough 
to see it in any other way, unless 
that person had previously made up 
his or her mind to it in advance,” 
he declared. ‘‘No one wants armed 
strife. No one wants*civil or re- 
ligious warfare. The editorial ar- 
ticle was written simply to get the 
people of Atlanta to rise in protest 
against what J considered an un- 
warranted and cowardly attack on 
a woman's character.” 

Solicitor-General John A. Boykin 
declared Saturday that the Fulton 
county grand jury would make no 
further effort to investigate the 
disappearance of the record of the 
fining of E. Y. Clarke, imperial 
kleagle of the klan, and Mrs. Eliz- 
abeth Tyler, from the docket of 
recorder’s court. 

“1 understand that detectives 
have been assigned to work on this 
case,”” said Mr. Boykin. “If they 
should discover anything or arrest 
anybody, the grand jury will act, 
but the case is closed as it stands 
now.” 


COUNTER ORDER 
ORGANIZED. 

Conehatta, Miss, September 24.— 
The Order of the White Horse 
Knights, whose announced purpose 
iS to oppose the spread of the Ku 
Kiux Klan and to outlaw the ex- 
isting order of Klansmen, was or- 
ganized here today, National head- 
quarters will be opened at once in 
Jackson. James C. Johnston, West 
Jackson, was elected grand chief. 

Officials of the organization have 
not as yet outlined their plans for 
combating the spread of the Ku 
IKkKlux Klan, nor have they announced 
just what form their opposition to 
the present order will] take, 

Charles E. Culpepper, of Corinth, 
chairman of the national board of 
directors, is expected to call a meet- 
ing of the board at an early date 
for the purpose of forngulating plans 
for the campaign against the Ku 
Klux Klan. 

A large number of persons from 
various parts of the state were pres- 
ent at the organization meeting and 
a9 number of anti-klan speeches are 
said to have been made at the meet- 
ing.

Financial Motive 
Hinted in Shooting 
Of Brooklyn Girl 


“New York, September 24.—-The 
theory that Miss Grace Lawes, 
losing the friendship and financial 
assistance of Miss Mildred Hanan, 


was driven to a frenzy which re- 
sulted in her shooting the _ shoe- 
man’s daughter and then commit- 
ting suicide was advocated today 
by John S. Borland, a central fig- 
ure in yesterday's tragedy. 

Borland — Dartmouth graduate, 
importer and friends of both Miss 
Hanan and Mrs. Lawes, advanced 
his theory only after he had been 
pressed to do so by Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Wilson. 

Borland asserted that the ending 
of the friendship, carrying with it 
withdrawal of Miss Hanan’s finan- 
elal assistance, had left Mrs. Lawes 
nearly “broke.” He expressed be- 
lief that this was followed by the 
excessive drinking for which Mrs. 
Lawes wrote her regret in a letter 
addressed to her sisters in San Fran- 
cisco and found among her pos- 
sessions after her death. Then, in 
turn, according to the. Borland 
theory, came the homicidal frenzy. 

Tt was learned that when the as- 
sistant district attorney attempted 
to question Miss Hanan—lying in a 
Brooklyn hospital fighting off death 
—the girl readily answered all 
questions except those partaining 
to the question of whether Mrs. 
Lawes had owed her money. When 
a detective asked Miss Hanan blunt- 
ly, why the other divorcee had shot 
her the girl closed her eyes and 
barely moved her head from side 
to side to signify that she did not 
know. 

“Did Mr. Borland have anything 
to do with it?” asked the detective, 

Miss Hanan opened her eyes wide 
and, speaking quite decisivély said: 
“Not in the least.” 

This statement concerning Miss 
Hanan’'s condition was made by one 
of the surgeons. attending her: 

‘“T don’t say she is going to get 
well, for her condition’{s very criti- 
cal, but she is much better than 
we expected.”

If I enjoined 
the election, it might be a grave 
error and could be remedied only by 
going through the process of Se- 
curing the passage again by the 
state legislature of a bill authoriz- 
ing the election to take place. As 
for the contention that Atlanta will 
not take over the bonded indebt- 
edness of Kirkwood if the merger 
took place, I do not consider that 
argument seriously, because I be- 
lieve that Atlanta would validate! 
them. If, however, the citizens of 
Kirkwood should vote in favor of 
the merger and the election should 
be proved illegal, then the error 
could -be taken to the courts and 
rectified. I therefore do not grant 
the petition for injunction.” 

Mr. Branch’s main contention was 
that the bill passed by the legisla- 
ture is dissimilar in title and body, 
which is unlawful under state laws.

IMMIGRATION F100 
~ OF GERMANS LIKELY 


Washington, September 24.—Un- 
less the German government dis- 
courages emigration. a flood of Ger- 
! mans may follow the resestablish- 
ment of American consular offices 
in that country. in the opinion of 
officials of the department of labor. 

While the percentage immigra- 
law permits not more than 13,000 
Germans to enter this country in 
one month, practically none have 
come here in recent months, not- 
withstanding that the American 
commissioner at Berlin has the 
power to vise passports. With 
the setting up of consular offices 
at the various ports, however, it 
will be much easier for vises to 
be obtained, provided the German 
government is willing to issue pass- 
ports. Department of labor officials 
are not inclined to the view that 
emigration from Germany will be 
limited by German law, 

Italy already has taken a hand in 
reducing emigration, the monthly 
quota falling well below the maxi- 
mum which can be admitted under 
the law. In June, the first month 
the law was in operation, the quota 
for the month was exceeded, but 
restriction of passports since then 
has yeduced Italian emigration 
about 50 per cent.

Report on Brunswick 


And St. Simons Highway 
To Be Made This Week 


Worth County Lets Con- 

tracts for Bridges and 
Plans Other Improve- 
ments of Highway. 


Drunswick, Ga., September 24.— 
(Special.)—Within the next week 
the people of Brunswick and Glynn 
county will Know the exact amount 
that will be required to build a high- 
way from the city to St. Simons Is- 
land. They will be told which is 
the better and most feasible route 
of the several suggested and will 
be given ail other information re- 


quested in connection with the build- 


ing of this road. ; 

The state highway engineers, who 
have been making surveys and esti- 
mates for the past several weeks, 
have completed their work and their 
report is now in course of prepara- 
tion. It will be submitted to the 
county commissioners just as soon 
as it is ready, and active steps look- 
ing toward the beginning of work 
on the highway will then begin. 

It has already been practically 
agreed to call a ‘bond ,issue, but be- 


fore the call forthe election could 
be issued the preliminary survey had 
to be made in order that a stipuiated 
sum could be stated. 

Expected to Act, 

The report of the engineers who 
made the survey will give the ap- 
proximate cost and it is expected 
that the commission will take ac- 
tion at once. 


That this highway will eventually 
be a reality there is no further 
doubt.

Owned by Project.

They are men who are used 
to facing great audiences, men who 
could present arguments in ‘courts 
with al] the | composure ‘in 
world; but those big men.lost. their 
nerve when they went before that 
board of trustees.

The executive board meeting of the Georgia Federation of Women’s 
Clubs held Thursday in Atlanta was in some respects one of the most 
important in the history of the federation. 

The leading event in interest and far-reaching possibilities was 
the passage of resolutions offered by Mrs. Samuel M. Inman, director 
for Georgia, General Federation of Women’s Clubs, recommending to 
the state convention in November that every club in the state federa- 
tion go into the general federation, the method to be an amendment 
to the by-laws, by which a club membership in the state organization 
would automatically carry the club into the national body. 

Advocated in brief arguments by most of the members of the 
board, the unanimous vote in favor of the resolutions was founded on 
several strong points. Noblesse oblige was the ethical argument, The 
clubs draw much of their inspiration, as well as their method from 
the national body. Therefore, they owe something of support in return. 
The strength in unity, the progressive spirit implied in national affilla- 
tion, even if it involves a sacrifice, the exchange of ideas, the contact 
with the leading women of the whole country, were other points that

The history of the orthodox com- 
munity in Atlar®a began in 1880. 
A handful of Jews, fleeing from the 
persecution of the old world, from 
Russia, Rumania and Galicia, found 
here a permanent home in that year. 
By joint effort of this handful of 
pilgrims, a house was rented in the 
rear of 120 Gilmer street and the 
first orthodox synagogue in  At- 
lanta started. The congregation 
bought the plot of ground at 87 
Piedmont avenue about 1895 and 
built a synagogue of their own. 

The new synagogue at-the corner 
of Washington street and Wood- 
ward avenue followed aie recent 
drive by members of the congrega- 
tion, aided by the Ladies Hebrew 
= and the Social Eagle 
club. 


CONVENTION OF FARM 
BUREAU DISCUSSED 


Determined to make the third an- 
nual convention of the American 
Farm Bureau federation, which 
| meets in Atlanta from November 21 
to 23, one of the most successful 
yet held, J. G. Oliver, secretary of 
the Georgia Farm Bureau federa- 
tion, dispatched a letter Friday to 
every member of the state organi- 
zation. 

Mr. Oliver points out that it is 
an honor to Atlanta and the south- 
east that this city was chosen as 
the convention place and gives full 
credit for securing it to the untir- 
ing efforts of James W. Morton, of 
Athens, Ga., a member of the na- 
tional executive committee. 

He also urges every member in 
Georgia to attend and gives three 
reasons why they should. The rea-" 
sons follow: 

“It is the duty of Georgia farm- 
ers and farm women to show their 
appreciation to the more than a 
million and a half members of the 
American farm bureau for the se- 
lection of Georgia as the meeting 
place for the third annual conven- 
tion of this great organization of 
farmers and farm women. 

“Georgia farmers and farm wom- 
en just barely have a smattering 
idea of what the farm bureau is 
and what it represents for Ameri- 
can agriculture. Attendance at this 
convention will greatly broaden the 
understanding and vision of what 
this great organization really is, 
what is has already done and some 
of the things proposed for bettering 
the agricultural condition of our 
country. 

“It begins to Jook like farmers 
really can work together, at least 
in sections of our country. These 
sections will have representatives 
at this convention. It is your duty 
as a farmer or farm woman inter- 
ested in the future good of your- 
self and Georgia to attend and get 
others to attend and get an un- 
derstanding first-hand Sf the bene- 
fits which have accrued to other 
sections by working together.” 

At the close of the letter Mr. 
Oliver states that the voting priv- 
ilege of each state organization at 
the convention depends on the man- 
ner in which the members pay their 
dues. He discloses that the member- 
ship of the Georgia organization is 
approixmately 12,000, while only 3,- 
700 have paid their dues. Unless 
the dues are paid more systematical- 
ly, he says, the Georgia federation 
will not be qualified to vote at 
the convention, and for that reason 
he urges every member to pay up.

All salesmen must be good clerks, 
but all clerks are not good sales- 
men; by this Wwe mean that clerking 
is the first step to successful selling 
and the fundamental principles of a 
gsalesman’s calling are willingness 


to work; honesty and a perfect un- 
derstanding of the goods that he is 
selling. 

A healthy appetite for work is the 
first indication that a man is going 
to make a successful salesman, for 
he hag undoubtedly discovered that 
the harder he works the more 
knowledge 'he gains and eventually 
the greater gain to himself. This 
man will likewise show an undying 
desire to please, which, after all, is 
the direct avenue to the ultimate 
Sale. 

Pleasing a customer consists of 
many important steps which pave 
the way to gaining you his econfi- 
dence, and the easiest way is hon- 
esty, It is impossible to tell a cus- 
tomer anything but the truth with- 


lowing the close of the civil war, a 
darker picture could hardly’be found 
anywhere than that afforded by the 
south.

Never mention the other man’s 
goods and if the buyer insists upon 
bringing them up, don’t gay any- 
thing detrimental, but casually re- 
mark that your competitor’s stock 
is good but that your store’s ig far 
better—take advantage of this op- 
portunity to tell of the exclusive 
features of your store and press 
home the fact that you are work- 
ing for a firm that is above the 
average in selling goods. Each 
word you eay will gain the confi- 
dence of the buyer that you are an 
above the average salesman work- 
ing for an above the average store. 
When a customer complains about 
deliveries, don’t say anything that 
will hurt the delivery man—don’t 
call him a “bonehead.” 

Perhaps there will be some com- 
plaint about the quality of the 
goods, but always refrain from 
making some hasty remark about 
“a bad lot” which necessarily re- 
flects upon the m&an who bought 
them—gives the impression that he’s 
not a competent buyer and, certain- 
ly, no first-class house would em- 
ploy an incompétent buyer. If you 


| 


are working for a second-class house 
you are a second-class salesman. 

But you're not a bonehead! You’re 
not a second-class salesman! 

Never say anything but good about 
anybody in your store, ffom the er- 
rand boy to the boce. and telb all 
the good that you know. Anything 
that reflects credit on the house 
reflects credit upon you, the repre- 
sentative of the house! 

Too much study cannot be put Into 
the goods that you are selling, not 
only the actual selling of them, but 
go back to the making of them and 
forward to the usée and possibilities 
of even new uses. 

Study your competitor’s goods so 
that you may have an even knowl- 
edge of what he is offering, thereby 
enabling yourself to bring out the 
distinctive advantages of what you 
are selling. | 

“No” is a most elusive word and 
it takes an excellent salesman to 
know juet when it is used with its 
intended meaning by a customer and 
when there is possibllities of that 
customer changing his mind. 

“Ni” showtd never be final with 
the salesmen, even when definitely 
uttered you should not overlook 
the opportunity of slipping in some 
casual remark such as: “Well, per- 
haps at some later time,’’ thus you 
always leave your customer as a 
prospect, but don’t go tod far; If a 
buyer says “No” with heavy em- 
phasis, don’t argue, never debate— 
persuade, convince, advise, but never 
make a customer feel that he is 
wrong—perhaps mistaken, but never

The man with something to sel} 
who carries a stock Of yarns ana 
gxOrsip sOmetimes is a bore; no one 
ever objected to a smile in business. 
It takes up no time, costg nothing 
and is a business asset. 

The “whatcher want” establish- 
ment is doing business under a 
heavy handicap. 

The smile and “what can I! 
ado for you, please,” establish- 
ment has an advanvage that is diffi- 
cult to overcome, 

Affability can be carried to ex- 
tremes, but service with a smile is 
the happy combination. 

A few years ago, in Atlanta, a 
young man opened a clothing store 
for men. At first he carried very 
modest advertisements in the papers. 
He sigy.ed them “Bob—By Himself.” 
He met his custotners at the door— 
with a smile—and saw to it that 
they received service. Today he is 
in a larger building, getting more 
trade, enlarging his business all the 
time—and still mixing smiles with 
service.

When farmers tried to raise corn 
every year on the same parcel of 
land, they complained that their 
land was “worn out.” Scientific 
farming started with the knowl- 
edge that crop-rotation replenished 
the soil, that ail crops did not draw 
the same nutriment, and that some 
enriched the soil for crops of a dif- 
ferent nature, 

This looks simple now—and even 
tired business: men would laugh to 
scorn the farmer who did not un-« 
derstand the necessity of crop-ro- 
tation.

Business men buy materials and 
labor—and do so because their bus- 
iness consists of something besides 
themselves. 

They should extend their buying 
to the purchase of fresh  brain- 
power. 

The outsider, never wearying be- 
cause of close confinement to one 
group of sales problems, comes into 
a business with ideas not worn out 
by prolonged contact with that spe- 
cial business. This outsider, with 
his new’ sales ideas, is not any 
brighter than the weary mail order 
man or manufacturer. It is nota 
case of relative brightness, but of 
fresh enthusiasm. : 

Everything about that business is 
new to the specialist. Its sales 
needs become a happy adventure for 
him. He glows over the uncultivat- 
ed opportunities. He does his ana- 
lyzing, free from the cares of that 
business, prepares his campaign, 
and goes on his way. 

He has planted the seeds of new 
sales thought in a soil that has not 
been rotating its brain-crop! 

Long contact with the worries of 
a business cause most men to sink 
in to a,rut. They try to put over 
a losing idea. They concentrate 
their energy on a plan that is 
wrong fundamentally. They think 
too much about their own point of 
view and not enough about the cus- 
tomers’ viewpoints. 

The throat specialist Knows more 
about my tonsils than [I know about 
them, even if they are my_ tonsils 
and stay right with me. The ca- 
pable lawyer Knows anore about a 
business man’s legal rights than 
the business man Knows.

What manufacturer 
or dealer could operate on 6uch low 
rmargin? In reality the jobber fig- 
ures fhat if at the end of the year 
he has netted, after depreciation, 
taxes and losses. on bad accounts, 
a profit of approximately 4 per cent 
on his sales he has had a most won- 
derfu] year. Jobbers of foodstuffs 
must often count their profite at 
even lower figures. 

He dependg on volume and cuick 
urnovers for his profits. Without 
these he could not stay in business. 

Now, as the jobber can only sell 
to the retailer, what effect does he 
have on the _ ultimate consumer? 
Suppose that the jobber was elimi- 
nated and retailers bought all of 
their goods direct from manufac- 
turers or producers of foodstuffs. 
It would narrow down to a spot 
cash proposition for every com- 
modity and the retailer. would have 
to have about ten times as much 
cash as he now does business On. 
We would soon see conditions just 
as they are in European cotntries, 
where the consumer rarely ever 
known what credit is. 

It is true that jobbers in some few 
commodities could be eliminated, 
put think of the thousands of dif- 
ferent items in the stock of the 
grocery, dry goods and hardware 
jobber? Could these items be eco- 
nomfeally sold direct to dealer? If 
it were done the selling expense 
woud] amount to unheard of figures. 


a the consumer would pay the 
ill. 

During the business hyéteria of 
Wis to 1920 some manufacturers 
who were over-confident of the fu- 
ture attempted the stunt of elimi- 
nating the jobber and going direct 
to the dealer. “Selling experts” 
with silver tongues proclaimeti that 
at last- they would cash in on the 
reputation the jobber had built for 
their products. They would give 
to the dealer the smal] discount the 
jobber was receiving. 

Frankly, the dealer wae open to 
conviction, but he did not receive 
the discount he was expecting, as the 
manufacturer was forced to increase 
his selling expense. The dealer to- 
day is very skeptical when goods 
are offered by the manufacturer. 
The ‘‘direct from the manufacturer” 
idea of course proved a rank fail- 
ure and these manufacturers are to- 
day fighting to rebuild their job- 
bing trade. 

Southern jobbers are today, and 
have for the past year, acted as 
bankers as well as merchants. Hun- 
dreds of high-class dealers who 
have spent years in building their 
business would have been wiped out 


| had it not been for the jobber, And 
do 


not think that the jobber is 
taking wild chances with hie money. 
He understands the situation far 
better than financial experts as he 
has seen bear years before. In 
many cases he extends credit on 
moral risks. How many manufac- 
turers could or would adopt euch 
policies? 

The system of 
through the jobber grows more 
popular every day. Dealers know 
that it is the only economical sys- 
tem that can be devised. Ofttimes 
you hear the remark, “Have you 
ever seen a really prosperous job- 
ber?” Yes, plenty of them. Right 
here in the south you can find hun- 
dreds. Consider the eastern and 
middle west jobbers. The enormity 
of their business is hardly con- 
ceivable. And why do they pros- 
per? Simply because their system 
is economically sound. 

Financlally the jobbers have done 
more toward holding southern busi- 
ness together during the past year 
than probably any other agency. 
Instead of pressing their accounts 
receivable they have etrained their 
own resources to keep their dealers 
in business. |

|NEW RULING BY 


POSTOFFICE ON 
“SHORT POSTAGE” 


That carelessness in the matter of 
details is one of the sins of Amer- 
ican firms in their business rela- 


tions with foreign concerns is again 
emphasized by the recent action of 
the United States postoffice depart- 
ment regarding short-paid postage 
on mail to foreign countries. 

Short-paid postage or no postage 
at all may be considered a small 
matter by mail clerks and office 
fboys dispatching foreign correspond- 
ence, says the September bulletin 
or the American Express company, 
but the United States postoffice de- 
partment reports that. there are al- 
most 5,000 letters for foreign couns- 
tries that reach New York daily 
without the proper stamps affixed. 

Since September 3 business 
letters for foreign destinations, de- 
ficient in postage, bearing the re- 
turn address of the sender, have not 
been and in future will not be dis- 
patched abroad, but wil] be return- 
ed to the sender from the postoffice, 
indorsed “Returned for additional 
postage.”’ iException will be made 
where it jis plainly evident that 
bueiness letters are being exchang- 
ed between branches of the same 
firm or corporation. 

This action by the postoffice de- 
partment should do much to oor- 
rect the unfavorable opinion cre- 
afed abroad by short-paid letters. 
There are only a few foreign coun- 


tries to which the two-cent letter 
pestage applies. A 
two-cent stamp, deficient three 
cents in this country, upon reaching 
its destination abroad, costs 
addressee a double penalty, equiva- 
lent to six cents. 

Foreign firms look upon matters 
of this kind as being expressions 
of discourtesy—as a cheap estimate 
of our opinion of the business re- 
lations existing between them and 
the American firm with whom thev 
are doing business—and it hurst all 
American business in the end. The 
outgoing foreign mail of every firm 
should have special attention and 
probably the postoffice department 
will help bring it to pass in the 
action which is being taken.

Warning Against 
‘Tax Experting 


Increase of Invested Capital 


as “Good Will’ Not to 
Be Tolerated. 


Washington, September 17.—Tax- 
payers are warned by the bureau 
of internal revenue, treasury de- 
partment, against tax counsellers 
who claim to have a method for in- 
creasing invested capital not {in 
strict accord With the law and reg- 
ulations governing such procedure. 
Such misrepresentation is not only 
hampering the government, but 
does not save substantial sums to 
the taxpayer, according to the 
warning, which follows, as made 
public today: 

“Information has reached the bu- 
reau of internal revenue that cer- 
tain self-styled income tax experts 
are advising their clients that from 
09 to 40 per cent of iheir excess 


profits taxes can be saved by the 
} 


use of ‘formulae.’ 


“One formula is to capitalize all! 


earnings in excess of the average 
capital employed, and to set up this 
excesS amount as good will. Pro- 
ceeding upon this basis, certain ‘ex- 
perts’ have prepared for their clients 
amended: returns, with which are 
filed claims for credit against the 
next installment of the’current in- 
cOme tax. The taxpayer is advised 
that the claim having been accepted 
by a collector of internal revenue, 
the matter is closed, and compensa- 
tion is due and payable, 

“The results of such misrepre- 
Sentation are that the government 
is deprived of tax installments to 
which it is entitled; the corpora- 
tion is led to believe that it is en- 
titled to the inclusion of good will 
in invested capitai, and that a sub- 
stantial sum has been saved; the 
Claim for credit possibly will be 
disallowed at a time when the cor- 
poratio will be unable to make 
payment, and after it has distribut- 
ed its earnings in dividends: the 
conscientious work of accountants, 
engineers and attorneys Who are en- 
deavpring to present cases to the bu- 
reau in accordance with the laws 
and regulations is seriously ham- 


- pered. 


“A good will account cannot be 
built up by a corporation by capi- 
talizing prior earnings in excess of 
a given percéntage on actual capi- 
tal employed. 

“Taxpayers are warned against 
tax counsellors who claim to have 
a method for increasing invested 
capital not in strict accord with 
the law and regulations governing 
such procedure.”

A report issued by the treasury 


department within the last few 


days shows that the government 
in better financial condition 


than at any previous time since 
the armistice was signed. 
The supply of currency is said 


to be “ample,” and the banking 
business throughout the country 
is reported to be in a better con- 
dition than at any time since the 
veriod of post-war readjustment’ 
began. ‘ 

Prices of raw materials and of 
#ll1 farm products—notably such 
staples as cotton, wheat and corn 
—are on a healthy upward trend; 
and the general revival of the busi- 
ness and commercial life of the 
country is exerting a buoyant in- 
fluence upon stocks and industrial 
securities. 

It is apparent from every visible 
indication that ‘‘the worst is over” 
end that prosperity is close at 
hand. 

As The Philadelphia Inquirer ex- 


pressed it in a recent editorial, | 


“we have passed through a serious 
crisis without a money panic for 
the first time in our history!” 

The Philadelphia newspaper, de- 

votedly republican in sentiment, 
goes on to say that— 
“Not all the frozen loans are liqui- 
dated, but they are steadily thawing 
out. If the War Finance corpora- 
tion loans any considerable amount 
of its new assets on agricultural pa- 
per, there ought to be great relief 
to the banks in the south and west. 
Our exports are increasing and it 
seems certian that the crops will 
be marketed at fair values. 


“The right kind of a tax law—if 
we could get it—ought to find the 
nation a year hence entirely out of 
its troubles and business men pre- 
pared to go ahead on as near nor- 
malcy as can be expected in the im- 
mediate future.” 

There is every reason for confi- 
dence in the future; ample basis 
for hope and optimism. 

The danger is over; but, as The 
Inquirer suggests, the country nev- 
er before skated over such thin 
ice without breaking through and 
plunging into panic. 

And credit for the fact that the 
crisis has been passed without a 
money panic’ is due, not to Wall 
sireet, not to great financial inter- 
ests of the country, but to the ex- 
istence of the Federal Reserve 


\ banking system! 


The federal reserve system was 
designed and created upon the the- 
cry that it would make the coun- 
try absolutely panic proof! 

Certainly it could have been put 
to no test more severe than that 
of the last year. 

During the last year conditions 
have been peculiarly favorable for 
@ money panic; and the chances 
are that but for the stabilizing in- 
fluence of the federal reserve sys- 
tem, under which it is impossible 
te concentrate the tangible wealth 
of the country within a limited 
radius, we wou:d have experienced 
a money panic more sweeping in 
effect than any this country has 
ever seen.

THE MARTIAN MYSTERY. 

Marconi still thinks that certain 
strange “signals” he claims to have 
received probably came from the 
planet Mars, and Professor Mac- 
afee is pretty sure that when he 
gets his projected great mine 
shaft telescope in working order, 
Mars will cease to be so much of 
a mystery. 

But eminent French astronomers 
are quoted in a Paris cable to The 
New York Herald as having little 
faith in the possibilities of the 
mine-shaft experiment. 

Abbe Moreaux, for instance, 
thinks that such a_ telescopic 
scheme, if it worked well, would 
only bring Mars something like a 
thousand miles from earthly 
vision, and at that distance noth- 
ing could be seen “beyond the 
general contour, already . well 
defined.” 

It is, of course, the idea that 
there is intelligent life on the 
planet that makes it of everlast- 
ing interest to this younger world. 

That is what the “Lowellites” 
have come to believe, and they 
scout the “dead world” deductions 
of dissenting astronomers who 
didn’t study the planet with the 
late Professor Lowell! 

One has only to mention Mars to 
arouse interest and precipitate an 
avalanche ‘of argument — which 
gets one nowhere in particular. 

And so it fs likely to be, as long 
as advocates of the life theory 
exist—with, perhaps, this future 
difference: Scmething definite of 
Mars may one day be revealed to 
Science, which is not to be denied 
when it knocks at the doors of 
Mystery. 

The thrill of that time of scien- 
tific celestial achievement may \be 
reserved for those who will come 
long after us, but there is almost 
universal faith that this garrulous 
old earth will yet talk to its sister 
worlds ,and hear—by the- same 
token—their answering “wices!” 

And those to whom the earth 
will then belong, will say of 
us: “If the ancient inhabitants 
who dreamed of this day could 
only rise trom their graves, how 
the wonder would amaze and re- 
ward them!” 

Science goes forward, step by 
step, from strength to strength 
and height to height, till nothing 
seems impossible. 

And the scientific doubters are 
great helpers in the wonderful 
work. %

AS OTHERS SEE US. 
Declaring that the “growing 
disrespect for all law” in the 
United States “constitutes a super- 
evil,” Sir John Foster Fraser said 
in an article that appeared in a re- 
cent issue of The London Daily 
Chronicle, quoted by the Asso- 
ciated Press, that in his travels 
throughout this country he “rarely 
met any one who thought it wrong 
to break the law.” 

There is too much truth in what 
Sir John says—too much justifica- 
tion in fact for his estimate of 
the situation here as regards non- 
enforcement of and disrespect for 
the law. ‘ 

And the condition as it exists in 
America is bound to appeal by 
cofitrast to any observant English- 
man, forthe reason that in his 
country law is law, and respect 
for the law i: one of the most pic- 
turesque and sacred of British 
traits and traditions. 

That is true, in turn, largely for 
the reason that under the British 
flag punishment for violation of 
the law is certain, swift ‘ and 
severe. 

A would-be wrong-doer any- 
where in Great Britain Knows in 
advance that if he commits a 
crime against the law the chances 
are all against his escaping ar- 
rest. He knows that the law en- 
forcement authorities will resort 
to the utmost of human possibili- 
ties to catch him, trailing him, if 
necessary, to the very ends of the 
earth; that when caught he will 
be speedily brought to the bar of 
justice; that his trial wiil follew 
without delay, and be conducted 
with cold precision and dispatch. 

Then, if found guilty by “a jury 
of his peers,” he will go to prison, 
and stay there, until the sentence 
of the court is carried out! 

With that certainly confronting 
him, he will think a long while be- 
fore venturing to violate the law 
—then, probably, change his mind! 

Here, the potential law breaker 
knows that the first thing for him 
to do is to employ a shrewd, cap- 
able “criminal lawyer;” that, un- 
less his crime is first degree mur- 
der, he probably will never see 
the inside of a jail, but be permit- 
ted to roam at will under bond;

Showing how the vicissitudes of 
the cotton industry have been 
beneficial to the south in another 
way, and in a way, more permanent 
and far-reaching than mere pros- 
perity for the time being, The Post 
goes on to say that— . 

“Every such period of depression 

is the south within the past two 
decades has been a period of educa- 
tion in better methods of farming 
and in sounder economics. Diversifi- 
cation spreads when cotton is a poor 
crop, as it has been this year.

OUR WASTING POWER. 
The tremendous physical and 


economic loss Georgia is sustain- 
ing every day and every year 


through neglect of its water power 
resources has again been called to 


public attention by State Geologist 
Dr. S. W. McCallie. 

In an official report just issued 
Dr. McCallie says that Georgia has 
total developed water power 
amounting to 262,148-horsepower, 
or the equivalent of the energy in 
17,381,000 tons of coal per annum. 
In other words, 17,381,000 tons of 
cual would be required to do the 
work that is now being done by 
Georgia rivers that have been har- 
ressed. 

But the developed hydro-electric 
pewer in Georgia, says the state 
geologist, represents only one- 
tenth of the gtate’s total potential 
water power resources. 

Discussing in a practical way 
the dollars and cents value of the 
“white coal” power that hfs been 
put in harness in Georgia, Dr. Mc- 
Callie says in his report: 

“Estimating four tons of coal as 
equivalent to one horsepower hour, 
the state’s total water powers as 
shown above is equal annually to 
the potential energy of 17,381,000 
tons of coa). To deliver this huge 
coa] .tonnage in one year it would 
require 793 60-ton carloads daily, or 
33 cars per hour, or'one car in 1.8 
minutes. The money value of our 
water power is above given in coal 
tonnage, rating coal at $5 per ton, 
is $86,906,500 per anngm.” 

This-represents, as he says, only 
oue-tenth of our total possibilities 
in this phase of our industrial, 
commercial and economic develop- 
ment. 

Multiply these totals by ten, and 
it is shown that Georgia possesses 
hydro-electric power resources 
amounting to 2,621,480-horsepower, 
equal to 173,810,000 tons of coal, 
worth $869,065,000 per annum. 

To neglect the development of 
this wonderful source of wealth, 
of community strength and of 
human happiness, as we are doing 
day by day and year by year, is

EDISON IN ACCOUNT WITH GUTENBERG 


Unhappy emigrants to the Prom- 
ised Land, we are told, oftey call 
down woe on the head of a too 
curious Columbus: and academic 
persons have been known to depre- 
cate the even more revolutionary 
invention of Gutenberg—who would 
be a German, of course. Columbus 
and Gutenberg only, so far as one 
knows and excepting the egg, made 
one discovery, but Mr. Edison's dis- 
coveries, being as numerous and 
as exciting as his questions, re- 
quire one to be entirely specific in 
quarreling with his inventions; the 
questionable invention is naturally 
the moving picture, which seems on 
the verge of making old Herr Gu- 
tenberg’s merely movable types use- 
ful only for noising abroad informe- 
tion concerning the glories of the 
cinema. To those people who have 
yet a tenderness for the printed 
page, it sems that so static a docu- 
ment as a book has small chance 
with the multitude when there is 
a force so dynamic ag the moving 
picture about. : 

Quite ten years ago, when Dante’s 
“Inferno” was reduced to the me- 
dium whick was not yet known as 
the “silver-sheet,” a gentleman at-

monk made a speech composed of 
those large words and pompous 
phrases that assist uneducated ring- 
masters and unintoxicated toast- 
masters; in that speech, he An- 
tormed the attentive audience Ahat 
a book which had been the posses- 
sion of a few dry-as-dusts (those 
are not quite his words) were now 
the treasure of the humble—that 
the mountain of culture had descend- 
ed to the plain of the unaspiring., 
And the mountains of literature | 
have been descending ever since, 
with really questionable results to 
their grandeur and equally ques- 
tionable results to the unaspliring. 
Modern Transformation. 
is not necessary to go back 
to such ancient days: a very few 
vitagraphed novels’ will iilumine 
the state of Herr Gutenberg’s pos- 
sible feelings towards Mr. Edison, 
and also the possible views of the 
less historic Thespis. Now, the 
cinematagraphical] fate of “The Four 
Horsemen of the Apocalypse” is 
scarcely a more serious matter than 
the cinematagraphical fate of “The 
Riders of the Purpie Sage,” but, 
as a matter of fact—or, more mod- 
estly, as a matter of opinion—it un- 
derwent no particular change, for 
the excellent reason that it was al- 
ready such stuff as movies are 
made of. And yet it 1s disconcert- 
ing to confess that one who went to 
scoff, remained to weep; but it was 
only because Mr. Rudolph Valen- 
tineo was such a beautiful youth 
that one could not refrain from 
weeping for the death of Adonis. 
Of this perfectly ordinary con- 
tinental novel, presented in what 
the London critics spoke of ag “an 
adeqvate, but obviously American, 
translation,’ something approaching 
eight hundred thousand copies ‘have 
been sold, which leaves “Mr. Brit- 
ling’s four hundred thousand and 
“Main Street’s” three hundred thou- 
sand in a very dusty rear, indeed. 
In the picture, the merely -Russian 
Tchernoff becomes a sort of White 
Comrade: Laurier, the injured hus- 
band loses two eyes instead of one, 
which is a decidedly different thing; 
the lovers part to a sort of Eliza-

crossing-the-ice-music, as Billy

Perhaps “The Four Horsemen’”’ 
seemed unnecessarily crude because 
it was seen just after “The Golem,” 
that revelation of what the art of 
the moving picture may be; to the 
ordinary American picture it bears 
much the same relation that 
“Faust,” say, bears to “Evangeline.” 
This ts one of those pictures that 


}our representatives in congress as- 


sembled would like to declare un- 
desirable aliens, presumably for the 
Same reason that they put impos- 
sible taxes on the painting of Gior- 
gione and the books of Aldus— 
probably lest one should begtn to 
see flaws in the paintings of Mr. 
Harrison Fisher or in the novels of 
Mr. Robert Chambers. But un- 
traveled and even traveled Amerl- 
cans found pleasure and aiso profit 
in such a picture as “The Eternal 
City’—which would seem to bear 
out Mies Rebecca West’s§ theory 
that translation into Fninish would 
greatly improve Sir Hall Caine— 
with that lovely glimpse of St. Pe- 
ter’s through the clipped trees be- 
side the Villa Medici’s fountain, the 
beautiful curve of St. Peter’s colon- 
nade and just one of its mighty 
fountains, the ancient cypresses and 
the three bril.iantly blue little 
pools of the Villa d’Este. No one, 
surely, will ever have the courage 
to fake the eternal city: if scenery 
is to be built it should, like “The 
Golem,” be fairy-tale scenery that 
is built absolutely to make a care- 
fully p.anned and perfect effect in 
the picture that will be made from 


it; if it is not to be purely legen- 
dary, it should be in the place it is 
supposed to be in. That would be 
the greatest service the cinema 
could do for the worid. 


But “Sentimental Tommy” was 
probably as well done as as a faked 
scene could be done. Even if it was 


once one’s favorite tale and even 
if one Still thinks it a marvelous 
view, of the artistic temperament, 
there was only one real psychologi- 
cal blemish in the plcture. Tommy 
couldh’t love Grizel, he couldn't 
love anybody, because he was made 
to put things into books, not to feel 
them. But he couldn't nelp pretend- 
ing that he loved Grizel, that he 
loved Lady- Pippinworth, that he 
loved Mrs. Jerry, just because he 
couidn’t bear to disappoint them— 
and because he couldn’t quite give 
up a situation, besides.

“A brief cable item concerning a

the Karst regian, a noteworthy 
feature of Croatia. And it is be- 
cause parts of Croatia are barren of 
soil that the indigenous human 
product had to transplant itself to 
subsiet. .

We have become s0 accustomed 
in our commercial life to épeak in 
terms of percentage that when we 
wish to express perfection in any 
realm, we use the symbol a 100 


per ¢ent. The phrase “one hundred 
per cent American” means one who 
ig perfect in hia Americanism. So 
when an organization claims to ac- 
cept for membership only those wha 
are 100 per cent American, it makes 
a very attractive appeal and, at 
the same time, issues a rather large 
order. Of course, the value of this 
standard depends upon the defini- 
tion of “American” which the or- 
ganization makes as its test. 


At at least raises a wholesome 
question, very much needed to be 
discussed just at this time, what 
should be the qualifications requi- 
site to one’s joining a one hundred 
per cent American society? First 
of all, it can be laid down as an 
American axiom that such an or- 
ganization could not exclude any- 
one on account of his birth. In a 


first question to be asked of the 
candidate for admission would in- 
evitably be as to his birth But 
not go with an American society. 


The Birth ef a Nation. 


We need to repeat to vurselves 
and to our children, the story of 
the birth of our nation. No one 
race colonized this continent. Peo- 
ples of every tribe and tongue, from 
many lands, settled these shores. 
With all their differences there was 
a unity of purpose. The one breath 
which filled every westward sail 
of those heroic pioneers was the im- 
pulse of freedom. And when the 


ihand of a tyrant reached across the 


Atlantic, and sought once again to 
imprison this new-born spirit of lib- 
erty, it touched 9 common nerve. 


,» Forgetting all differences of line- 


age, language and land, our fvre- 
fathers in obedience to the same 
impulse which brought them across 
the ocean, gathered together in 
Philadeiphia.

“All men have the in- 
alienable right to life, liberty and 
the pursuit of happiness.” 

An American Army. 
_ And when in lvi? this precious 
inheritance was put in jeopardy, 
two million lads left these shores 
to lay their lives if need be upon 
the altar of this faith. To enter 
that army no racial question was 


raised. In that supreme hour in 
the life of democracy the acid test 
for Americanism was a willingness 
to face death in defense or the 
ideals of this republic. And today 
there sleep side by side beneath 
the soil of France, Jew and Gentile, 
black and white, Latin and Saxon, 
all sentinelled by that sacred sym-

bol of the American spirit, the stars 
and stripes. 

Then we should lay down as,the 
agcond axiomatic test of a one hun- 


dred per cent American’ society, 
that there should be no discrimina- 
tion on account of religious faith. 
We do well to tell with pride the 
story of the struggle and triumph 
of our fathers for political free- 
dom. But we must never forget 
that the supreme victory of all vic- 
tories was achieved when our fath- 
ers won the right for every man 
to worship God according to the dic- 
tates of his own conscience. Me® 
may be free to work and vote as 
they please, and yet if they be not 
free from fear or forceto give an 
unhampered expression to _ their 
spiritual aspirdtions, they are sub- 
ject to that deadliest of all slav- 
ery, the slavery of the soul. Po- 
litical tyranny which binds and 
imprisons the bodies of men Is ter- 
rible, but God save us from the 
tyranny of the religious bigot: Hea 
would darken the spirits of men, 
and strangle the souls of those who 
would be free to think and pray 
in harmé@ny with their own con- 
sciences.

Then I am sure that a _ tfuly 
American society would clearly rec- 
ognize another axiom of the Amer- 
ican spirit, viz., the right of the ac- 
cused to stand face to face with 
his accuser, before a legally am- 
pointed jury of his peers. To me the 
the most terrible place in Europe 
was the “Council Chamber of the 
Three’ in Venice. On the outside 
was the notorious “lion’s mouth.” 
into which were dropped anony- 
mous accusations against Venetian 
citizens. Three masked men, un- 
known to the rest of the world, en- 
tered the council chamber by se- 
cret doors. Here irresponsible 
power tried and condemned men, 
without a hearing, and sent them 
across the “bridge of sighs” to 
death.

Notes About Georgia Law

lord ahd cropper are the subjects 
discussed in the notes about Geor- 
gia law compiled for The Constitu- 
tion by Johnson & Johnson, attor- 
neys, of Rome. The notes follow: 

Strikes—lInterference with Laborers. 

It is unlawful for any persén or 
association of persons to interfere 
with the business of another by 
means of force, menaces, or intim- 
idation, so as to prevent others 
from entering into or remaining in 
the employment of his service, (131 
Ga. 336.) 

Where workmen quit the service 
of their employer, and, as a means 
of inducing him to accede to their 
demands, establish pickets at or 
near the approaches of his premises 
for the purpose of inducing others 
from remaining in or entering into 
his employment, they and their con- 
federates will be enjoined from the 
keeping of patrols when such pa- 


trols resort to intimidation or any 
manner of coercion to prevent oth- 
ers from entering into or remain- 
ing in the services of their late em- 
ployer, to the irreparable damage 
of his business. (lId.) 

The word “picket,” in connec- 
tion with trikes, is borrowed 
from the nomenclature of warfare, 
and is strongly suggestive of a 
hostile attitude against the _  indi- 
vidual or corporation against whom 
the labor union has a grievance. It 
is, however, possible that a picket 
established at or near a factory 
where a strike ig in progress may 
act lawfully, and g0 no farther 
than to induce others to assist the 
striking employees by lawful per- 
suasion and inducements, but the 
Slightest evidence of threats, vio- 
lence, or intimidation of any char- 
acter should be sufficient to show 
the unlawful character of the 
picket, since a picket under the 
most favorable consideration, 
means an interfetence between the 
employer seeking empioyees and 
the men seeking employment. (1d.) 

It is a penal offense in thie state 
to attempt by threats, violence, in- 


timidation or otner unlawful means 
to prevent any person from engaging 
in any lawful employment, or to 
hinder, by such means, any person 


Strikes and the retations of land- from employing laborers. (Id., Penal 


Code 1910, section 126.) 

Section 127 reads: “If any person 
Or persons, by threats, violence, ine 
timidation, or other unlawful means, 


|} ehal] prevent or attempt to prevent 


any person or persons in this state 
from engaging in, remaining tn, or 
performing the btsiness, labor, or 
duties of any lawful employment or 
occupation, such offender or offend- 
ers shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor,” 


Landlord and Cropper. 

Where a landowner contracts 
with another to furnish Jand, stock, 
tools and supplies to make the crop, 
Other person to perform labor and 
receive a part of the crop, relation 
of landlord and cropper is created. 
(20 Ga, App. 704.) 

A “standard contract for rent” 
implies one in which the tenant pays 
as rent a third of the corn crop and 
a fourth of the cotton crop. (17 Ga, 
App. 496.) 

That cropper furnishes labor for 
making the crop and is to receive 
a portion thereof for services does 
not make him a partner having an 
undivided interest in product of 
labor. (17 Ga, App. 761.) 

Under civil code 19190, section 
3707, relating to title to crop where 
one is employed to work for part 
of ¢erop, title remains in landlord 
until actual eéttiement. (1d.) 

Under civil code 1910, section 3705, 
landlord has title to and control of % 
crops unti] al] advances are paid, 


but when enougn of crop has been 
cdeiivered by cropper to pay all ade 
Vances and leave a balance of crop. 
per’s portion in hands of landlord, 
the cropper is entitied to the bale 
ance dye. (19 Ga. App. 79.) 

As @ iandlord holds a lien for 


rent on ail crops raised by tenants 
Om premises rent:d for a part of 
the crop, trover againet landlord 
cannot be maintained by a third par- 
ty claiming under contract with ten- 
ant to recover crops raised by ten- 
ant and delivered to landlord in 
payment of rent, until] landlord's 
lien has been discharged. (Copeland 
vs. Gilbert, 24 Ga, -_ 387.) 

That corpper has laborer’s lien on 
crops raised by him does not pre- 
vent him from guing his landlord 
on the contfact, remedy given by 
civil code 1910, sectiona 3334, 3335 
and 3306, not being exclusive. (19 
Ga. App. 79.)

The announcement from Paris, which although not official bears 
avery evidence of authenticity, that the French representation at the 
Washington conference will demand a guarantee from the United 
States as a condition precedent to any reduction of her armies serves 
to indicate the character of the obstacles which the conference must 
face. When one considers that Japan is just as firm in her determi- 
nation not to permit any reopening of past decisions in the Far East, 
that she means, in effect, to insist upon retaining the advantages which 
she now holds, one may conclude that the course at Washington will be 
little smoother than was that at Paris. 

‘After nearly three years it is quite plain that the question of 
¥Y¥ench security was the rock on which the Paris conference split, it 
was the cause of the immediate and the later failure to restore com- 
It is a fact, testified to by all visitors in Germany, that 
German hatred of France mounts with each week and that the war of 
revenge is the most frequent subject of discussion everywhere. 
it is, of course, true that the French are in the best positign to get the 


plete peace. 


full reflex of this German mood. 


Franco-German 
Friendship. 
», Now it is a thesis in Britain, as 
it was among the Americans in 
Paris three years ago that the sin- 
ele way to eliminate German ani- 
mosity ig to avold giving cause. 
Thus the British journals and some 
American, following suit, argue 
that if France would retire from the 
Khine and abandon her claims for 
damages, consent to see Germany 
establish all her 6wn ideas with 
respect to her Polish frontiers, then 
as a consequence, Franco-German 
friendship would in due course ar- 
sive and there would be an end 
of the German menace to France. 
Moreover, following this policy 
France could afford to disarm at 
once and completely abandon con- 
scription, which is, of course, the 
basis for all continental armament 
But if there is a British thesis, to 
which Americans give ready hear- 
ing, there is also a French and— 
the fact ought to be fully appre- 
giated, there is not the smallest 
chance of moving the French from 
their thesis by argument. At the 
‘Paris conference it was the ques- 
tion of the security of France, 
raised in innumerable directions, 
which supplied the chijef disputes. 


In the end President Wilson: found | 


himself obliged to recognize that, 
just as it was impossible to raise 
the question of the freedom of the 
seas, because of British opinion, it 
was impossible to get on with his 
league of nations program except 
as he met the French views in the 
matter of security. 

From the French point of view 
the foundation of the whole Parie 
structure of peace was the Anglo- 
American-French treaty, which 
pledged British and American sup- 
port to France in case of a new 
German attack. This came before 
reparations, before everything else, 
it was the primary concern. for 
France and it was this detail whicb 
led the French parliament to ac- 
cept the Clemenceau treaty despite 
the fact that in most other particu- 
lars it was held to be «wnsatisfac- 
~@tory from a French atandpoint. Had 
Clemenceau failed to produce his 
guarantee along with his treaty, 
the result would have been an im- 
mediate political upset in the cham- 
ber. 


Both Countries 
Must Agree. 


If Great Britain or the United 
States, or both together, desire to 
persuade the Frencn to accept their 
own point of view as to the treat- 
ment of Germans, then both coun- 
tries have got to agree to guaran- 
tee France against German attack. 
No French ministry could possibly 
live, if it should now consent to 
any reduction of the military 
strength of France, beyond that 
held by French soldiers to be the 
minimum of safety. All discussion 
on this point is idle, ag idle, as 
President Wilson's campaign for his 
league, two years ago, when Amer- 
ican public sentiment had been 
roused against it.

Must Discuss 


French Security. 

Now if the Washington confer-| 
ence intends to discuss the question] 
of land armaments, it will have to 
begin by discussing the question of 
French security. It is obvioug that 
France can and wil] reduce her’army 
very materially if Engiand and the 
United States will undertake to 
start their armies to the continent 
of Europe whenever Germany shall 
become actually belligerent again. 
But if the United States and Great 
Britain undertake to persuade the 
Fregch that if they placate the Ger- 
mans then there will be no danger 
and since there is no danger there is 
no need of armament. then a dead- 
lock will result instantly. 

But the process does not stop here. 
Poland, Rumania and Czecho-Slo- 
vakia have just entered into an 
agreement which binds all three to 
a common military action, provided 
Hungary attacks any one of the 
three. This, of course, involves the 
maintenance of strong armies and 
the Poles at the present ti e have 
over 600,000 men under arms, while 
the Rumanians certainly have an 
army equally strong. Poland and 
Rumania are bound by alliance 
against any Russian attack. But it 
is obvious that if Poland and Ru- 
mania maintain armies of the pres- 
ent dimensions other large countries 
like Italy and France cannot dis- 
arm. 

Then it is esential to persuade 
the Poles, the Rumanians and the 
Czechs to disarm. The same is 
true of the Jugo-Slavs, who have 
a very strong army on foot. The 
same is true of the Greeks who 
are at this moment carrying on @ 
campaign in Asia Minor with very 
considerable forces. To persuade 
all of these nations to reduce their 
armies, of course there is no ques- 
tion of complete disarmament, i3, 
again a question of guarantees. In- 
sure Poland against an attack from 
Russia and also from Germany, in- 
sure Rumnia against Russia and 
Hungary, guarantee Greek rights 
under the: treaty of Eevres, now 
to be revised to include some of 
the fruits of the recent victory,

Seriously, no one imagines that 
the United States will undertake to 
insure France against Germany, 
much less Poland against Russia or 
Germany. As for extending our 
insurance, which in practice means 
Promising that our soldiers will go 
to eastern Europe, if trouble arises 
there, the thing is unthinkable. But 
the trouble is that many people not 
only, imagine but believe that there 
iS BsOme Other way to promote re- 
duction of armaments. That was 
the source of most of Mr. Wilson's 
difficulties. He went to Europe with 
a preconceived notion of what he 
was to find and he found something 
totally different. 


He had then the choice of com- 
ing home or of dealing with that 
world as it was, not as he had 
fancied it. He chose the latter 
course and the result was a league 


of nations in which all members 
were bound to protect all other 
members and, in addition, he agreed 
to the Angio-French American 
treaty which gave France a special 
additional guarantee beyond that 
contained in the covenant of the 
league. When the country foune 
that it was committed to endlees 
and permanent European responsi- 
bilities, it rejected the whole 
scheme and turned to a Republican 
president. “gf 


jut, Mr. Harding in Washington 
will be no better off than Mr. Wil- 
son in Paris. Europe has not 


changed and Japan shares the Eu- 
ropean not the American view. 
Each country in Europe will con- 
sent to reduce its battalions as the 
United States agrees to provide 
American battalions on the day of 
need. But how to persuade them 
to reduce battalions when there is 
to be no American guarantee. Here 
is the whole difficu:.ty and the main 
reason why it is and will remain 
a mistake to attempt to regulate 
the question of land forces. For 
each countYy in Europe the army 
exists aS a very definite protec- 
tion against a very real peril. — 


Big Armies Absorb 


Vast Sums of Money. 

But it ie urged that not only do 
large armies make war likely, ac- 
tually promote hostilities, Senator 


Borah would have us believe, but 
that they absorb vast sums of money 
which might otherwise be put into 
profitable employment. World fe- 
covery, the return to normalcy, this 
is possible only when the vast 
armies are demobilized and the tre- 
mendous military expenses are 
eliminated. And since the world 
owes us great sums of money and 
the nations having the strongest 
armies are our greatest debtors, 
there are those who imagine that 
we are in a position to use our 
financial] power as a weapon. 

Thie is, of course, a profound de- 
ljusion. It is a delusion save in a 
single contingency, namely that we 
are ready to use our army and navy 
to collect our debts. But this is a 
very far cry from insuring world 
peace by obtaining a limitation of 
armaments. It is a profound de- 
lusion to imagine that any country 
in Europe today really enjoys hav- 
ing vast armies. The truth is that 
before the world war the French 
literally starved their army. If it 
was lacking in most of the ma- 
chinery which the German used with 
such effectiveness in the earlier 


‘phases of the conflict, it was_be- 


cause the French parliament had re- 
fused to furnish the necessary 
funds. ‘Sven more than this, the 
chamber’ of deputies which had been 
elected just before the war had been 
chosen for the purpose of reducing 
the term of French military service 
from three years to two and thus 
eutting off nearly a third of the 
French military strength.

The whdle subject of Franco- 
German relations is complicated by 
a thoueand and one circumstances 


not clearly perceived in the United 
States. It is patent to anyone that 
France never would have attacked 
Germany. It is clear that in 1914 
she was intensely eager to avoid 
war. Yet she was attacked at the 
precise moment she was planning te 
reduce her army and attacked 
through Belgium, that is on a fron- 
tier which she had left with prac- 
tically no fixed defenses because ehe 
relied upon the neutrality of Bel- 
gium. é ‘ 

When you undertake to teil 
Frenchmen that jt can never happen 
again you have noly to expect that 
they will show their ruins, recount 
to you their recent and their past 
history and -politely, or impolitely, 
as it happens brush aside your op- 
timistic prophesies. There is only 
one form of argument that is worth 
waeting time on, and that is the 
argument of guarantees and neither 
we nor the British are prepared to 
supply those guarantees. 

As far as naval armament ars 
concerned the situation is quite dif- 
ferent. We do not fear a British 
attack and the British have not the 
smallest idea of attacking us or 
any latent suspicion that we mean 
to attack them. The Japanese na- 
vy is strong enough for defense 
and the Japanese do not intend to 
attack us. Japan asks only to be 
let alone in the Far East, she is 
not contemplating a raid on_ the 
Pacifie coast or a dash to the Phil- 
ippines. Such a gamble would cer- 
tainly bring the British in on our 
side and suicide is a domestic rather 
than an international habit of the 
Japanese. 

The French and the Italians have 
practically no navies in the modern 
sense and neither feel a need for 
fleets which would lead them, par- 
ticularly in their present financial 
condition, to undertake the con- 
struction of battleships. Germany 
has no navy whatever, Russia is in 
the same situation and the smaller 
countries, many of which have very 
real armies, are without anything 
which resemb’es a fighting squad- 
ron. Thus an agreement as to sea 
strength, a mutual agreement to 


limit naval construction “is not only} 


possible but desirable from the 
point of view of the nations {m- 
mediately concerned. And_ these 
are only the United States, Britain 
and Japan. Neither France nor 
Italy cares a fig about this phase 
of the Washington conference and 
being, in fact, disarmed, can point 
to this as a reason fof preservin@ 
their armies, so long as the three 
sea powers keep their fleets. 


Two Solutions 
To World Peace. 


After all there are only two solu- 
tions to the question of world peace. 


atic in the last analysis must be 


supplied by the respective nations, 
not only does this nOt exist but 
the United States has gone farther 
than any other nation in_ insist- 
ing that it will not submit itself 
to any such international control 
And the league of nations, as it 
now exists totally lacking in atl 
physical foree to preserve peace, 
witness the Russo-Polish .war, the 
Turco-Gretk war and the various 
disturbances in Vilna and in the 
Upper Silesian lands, to say noth- 
ing of the hostilities between Ad- 
banian and Serb. which have = fa 
ceased during the three years o 
alleged peace elsewhere. 

The sole method of persuading 
the French to disarm is to give 
them sufficient protection, through 
alliance, or demonstrate that there 
is not the slightest chance that 
Germany will not attack them. 
But who is there who will agree 
to defend France and who is there 
who will guarantee that Germany 
henceforth will follow only the 
Pathways of peace? No. ome, of 
course. Aj}l that the British and 
Americans, who hold the view fav- 
orable to Germany say is that the 
only hope for France is that she 
avoid provoking Germany. And 
America and Great Britain are im- 
mune from German attack, even if 
Germany should return to her old 
pathwaws, because she cannot in 
Our time reconstruct a fleet. while 
her army can still be rechnstructed 
wun the material which still exists.

President Wilson set his foot on 


the only possible pathway to rea) 
peace, when he agreed to the Ang- 
lo-French-American treaty. If 
France has her security guaran- 
teed by Britain and the United 
States, not only will she feel able 
to reduce her armies, but Germany 
will see that any new war must end 
like the last. Moreover France, in 
return for the protection promised, 
will be obliged to listen to the ad- 
vice and follow the suggestions of 
her allies. That is precisely what 
she did do at Paris, when Clemen- 
ceau, in return for the guarantee, 
which has been proven worthless, 
yielded on the question of the left 
bank of the Rhine. on that of the 
Sarre and on that.of Upper Silesia. 
For him the guarantee was worth 
almost any sacrifice and while 
the guarantee stood, France, on 
the whole, supported his view. 
But the United States réfused to 
ratify the treaty of Alliance and 


the treaty of Versailles as well. It 
was left for France to seek pro- 
tection as she could, through a 
Polish alliance, through under- 
standings all around Europe, but 
mainly in her own strength, repre- 
sented by her great and victorious 
army. And at the same time a 
weapon was thrust into the hands 
of that fraction of the French pop- 
ulation who believed that the only 
reduction of German strength, the 
undermining of German unity, ‘the 
weakening of Germany in every pos- 
sible way. 


Will Refuse 


Guarantees. 
We in the United States cannot 
expect to make the Frenchman re- 


duce his army while we refuse, to 
promise help if taking our advice 


proves, as he believes an invitation 
to German to attack. But we shall 
refuse to give any guarantee, every- 
one realizes that, even the French- 
man, now. This is why all attempts 
to extend the Washington confer- 
ence discussions to the subject of 
land armaments is not only bound 
to lead to no fruitful result, but 
is certain to provide deadlock and 
perhaps worse. Nor can we expect 
to uSe the fact that France, like 
ether European countrieg, owes us 
money, to compe: Fren@#h compit- 


ance with our views on disarma- 
ment. As weP try to nse this wea- 
pon to make the British accept a 
toreign view in the matter of Ire- 
sand. ‘ 

There are two delusions which are 
ukely to lead to trouble so far as 
the Washington conference is con- 
eerned. One is based upon the no- 


tion that it is possible to persuade 
European nations to disarm at this 
time, save as they are offered our 
armies in place of their own. The 
ether is that it i. possible by fair 
words and by logic, to prevail upon 
Japan to surrender her position in 
the Far East, to agree in fact, not 
im phrase, Japan always agrees in 
phrase, to the “Open Door” and the 
integrity of China, the real as con- 
trasted with the imaginary inde- 
pendence. In both cases we are en- 
deavoring to interfere where the 
nations at interest feel that their 
own lives are at stake. And we aré 
actually going to ‘trove if they 
accept our views whereas Japan is 
eertain to iose and the continenta! 
nations of Europe may be ruined. 


You cannot get a disarmed world, 
while you have a world full of iIn- 
ternational] suspicion, dread, fear, 


hate and an enduring sense of past 
injuries and premeditated future at- 
tacks. The jast-war was not caused 
by excessive armaments, the arma- 
ments were caused by excessive 
suspicion and unrestrained ambi- 
tions. It was not caused by secret 
diplomacy, the worst possible in- 
dictment of secret diplomacy’ is 
that it tried to prevent the war 
and failed, whereas, it is just con- 
ceivable that had the people of ali 
the nations concerned known 
promptly and fully how critical the 
situation actually was, war might 
have been averted. As it was the 
War came as a surprise to millions, 
even in Europe. 


Neither Method 


Can Prevail- 

Mr. Wilson tried the evangelical 
method, Mr. Harding seems to be 
tending toward the use of the ma- 


terlalistic argument in seeking to 
promote internationa] peace and pre- 
vent wars.

But what use would it have been 
to undertake to persuade Bri .in to 
reduce her naval strength before 
1914, when she had the German men- 
ace squarely before her eyes? What 
use to invite Japan to scrap her 
fleet before the Russian war. And 
what use now to ask continental na- 
tions to disarm or to accept other 
views than their own as to the 
strength at which their armies 


should be maintained when we are. 


not ready to send a dollar to the 
Rhine, the Niemen or the Dniester if 
Germany or Russia starts a new 
conflict. What use to tel) Japan 
she cannot send her surplus popula 


tion to Manchuria or Mongolla, to 
nearby Chinese provinces and use 
her niflitary strength to push her 
commercial interests in these lands, 
thereby enabling her to retain her 
surplus population at home and in 
the same breath insist that no Japa- 
nese emigrants shall be admitted to 
the United States? 


Mr. Wilson discovered that Europe: 


was prepared to accept his views, 
provided he paid according to their 
estimates. Mr. Harding will dis- 
cover that the European standpoint 
has not changed since Paris and he 
will find Japan just where President 
Wilson left her. What one can hope 
is that the process of educating 
American public opinion to facts in 
the tnternationa) field will be fur- 
ther adVanced by the new lesson, as 
it was benefited, within limite, by 
that which was had at Paris more 
than two years ago.

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MILLIONS OF STITCHES 
IN TWELVE COSTUMES 


“A million stitches for twelve cos- 
tumes.”’ 

That's what it took to make the 
gorgeously bejeweled costumes of the 


Siamese dancing girls in one episode 
of Cecil Bw DeMille’s latest Para- 
mount picture “Fools’ Paradise.” 


These costumes, perhaps the most 
ornately beautiful ever designed for 
the screen, were created by Clare 
West, special costume designer for 
Cecil B. DeMille productions, work- 
ing in collaboration with Mrs. Flor- 
ence Mehan, a noted authority on a!! 
matters Oriental and particularly on 
Siamese dress and customs. 


The twelve dancers appear in 
reproductions of the famous Temple 
Dances which have been handed 
down from daughter to daughter 
through generations of Siamese life. 
Their weird gyrations are sent no- 
where else in the world-—nor the 
their costumes used for any other 
purpose, 

The welght alone is considerable 
as each garment is decorated with 
at least two thousand. set jewels 
Sapphires, emeralds, rubies and 
rhinestones. Counting fifty stitches 
to each jewel, 100,000 to the gar- 
ment, it can be seen that the orig- 
inal estimate of million stitches for 
the twelve costumes is indeed con- 
servative. 

The weight of the jewels is car- 
ried by a wire frame-work over 
which is draped a peculiar Siamese 
cloth of handwoven gold anid linen 
thread. It took-seven weeks’ to 
make each costume with two shifts 
a day of five seamstresses each. 

The taM and startling pagoda 
alone took five days each and were 
of twenty-one separate parts con- 
structed on a wire frame draped 
with cloth of gold. 

And these costumes were for 
dancers only and to gain a special 
effect. Going into the costumes of 
the principals is yet another story.

Now. for the first time fn the 
history of the theatrical business, 
a national organization of owners 
and managers is completed, strong- 
ly officered and in active operation 
with its central offices in New 
York city and its membership 
reaching into every state and city, 


county and town in the United 
States where there are theaters 
and where the stage and its amuse- 
ments are part of the life of the 
community. The International The- 
atrical association sprang tfInto in- 
stant and vigorous life during tne 
week of August 15 when over 300 
volunteer delegates, all active fac- 
tors in the theatrical business ana 
coming from every part of. this 
country, assembled in the first na- 
tional convention of theatrical man- 
agers at the Pennsylvania hotel 
in New York. The response to the 
éall for this convention was so 
general, so enthusiastic and _ so 
prompt that the wonder has been 
that it had not convened many years 
ago. Acceptances poured in by wire 
and by mail from great and little 
managers, from Broadway  pro- 
ducers and from Pacific coast the- 
ater owners, from touring and stock 
managers and from small-town tne- 
atrical men who were m&de aware 
that their presence at the conven- 
tion and their participation in a 
national organization Were of vitai 
importance to success. 
Members in Seven Groups. 


The constitution adopted provides 
that the membership be divided into 
seven groups, as follows: 

(1) Theaters in cities of 
ulation of 600,000 and over.

With that strong 
board of executives, the representu- 
tive groups were instructed to elect 
members to the governing board, 
and with the utmost harmony that 
legislative body was elected as 
follows:

Smal] Managers Cared For. 

With the representative organi- 
zation completed, the association 
concerted its platform and pohcy 
as inclusive of the interests of the 
emall town manager as welj as of 
the metropolitan factors in the thea- 
ter. Plans for eliminating waste, 
for preventing economic and indus- 
tria] abuses and for developing uni- 
form methods of artistic and mate- 
rial advancement, Were agreed upon 
and assigned to proper committees. 
Questions of railroad traneportation, 
of transfer haulage, of labor con- 
ditions and wages, of equitable leg- 
islation and of uniform methods of 
litigation and. protection occupied 
much of the discussion and develop- 
ed a working mode of inaugurating 
many betterments in the theatrical 
business, 

Members from every section of 
the United States were asked to as- 
semble and send into the central of- 
fice in New York al] local statistics 
affecting the cost of living in dif- 
ferent communities, with data con- 
cerning labor in connection with 
the theater ang its increased or de- 
creased cost over prior years, to- 
gether with suggestions bearing 
upon the unnecessary duplication of 
labor, diseriminations against the 
theatrical business and other infor- 
mation of economic importance to 
the industry of the theater. The 
importance of the active co-opera- 
tion of the smal] manager waé6e em- 
phasized in many ways, and the 
responses from this direction are 
alieaey numerous and significantly 
helpful. 

The International Theatrica] as- 
sociation, Inc., is now functioning 
strongly and with daily growing 
certainty of completely and united- 
ly representing the nation-wide in- 
tereste of one of the nation’s great- 
est and most essential industries.

ture studio is the various settings 
which are erected for the pictures, 
These settings are the stage upon 
which the picture enacted. 

The construction of interior set- 
tings, thus necessitates a depart- 
ment of skilled architects, drafts- 
men and artists, which, in the stu- 
dio is known as the art department. ) 
There, ideas for settings are origi- 
nated, sketched as drawings and 
then laid out in blue prints, later to 
be executed by subsidiary branches 


After being supplied with a copy 
of the finished scenario the chief of 
the art department and his assis- 
tants study it thoroughly, note the 
sets th will be required, how they 
are to be constructed, considering 
camera technique, the action of the 
characters, the period of the ar- 
chitecture and the location of the 
setting and other features depend- 
ent upon the technical construction 
of the story. They are rendered 
valuable aid by the research depart- 
ment, which supplies all available 
data abou tthe structure:in ques- 
tion, the period of architecture, 
Style of furnishings, etc. 


The art staff also have to be ex- 
pert copyists. Often a picture will 
require an exact replica of some in- 
terior or exterior set or structure. 
One instance is recalled where an 
exact duplicate of a section of the 
lobby of the St. Francis hotel in 
San Francisco was built on the stu- 
dito stage for the filming of scenes 
which had to match up with scenes 
actually taken in the lobby of the 
famous hotel, 


Speed in building {s as essential 
as accuracy. Where the commercial 
architect will take weeks to work 
out a design, the studio art depart- 
ment must evolve the plans and 
start construction in a matter of 
days or hours. Another difficulty 
of the work of the studio architect 
over the commercial artist, is the 
fact that the latter must plan only 
new structures, while the former 
must often plan and build struc- 
tures which must look very old or 
antiquated, or bear the  natural- 
looking marks of age. 

Modern sets for photoplays are 
constructed most substantially and 
of durable materlals—the same are 
are used in everyday building. 

Often before building a particu- 
lar elaborate or complicated set- 
ting, the art director will prepare 
or have prepared for the director, a 
complete model of the setting or 
group of structures in order that he 
may gain a definite idea of what the 
work is to look like when completed 
and make any desired changes be- 
fore construction work is begun. 

Some of the difficult problems 
which have confronted the Lasky 
studio art department since the in- 
ception of the studio in Hollywood 
some years ago will illustrate the 
importance of absolute efficiency in 
this department.

Against Immoral 
Life in Profession 


New York, September. 24.—(Spe- 
cial.j—Under the caption: “The 
Sordid Arbuckle Tragedy,” Arthur 
James, editor of the Moving Picture 
World, which ranks at the top of 


motion picture trade journals, ex- 
Presses the hope that “the laws’ 
investigation will be swift, just and 
complete, so that the facts once 
established can be, with the im- 
mediate principals of the seamy 
case, put behind us.” 

" The Moving Picture World, in 
which Mr. James’ editorial appears, 
has a nation-wide circulation with- 
in the industry and well may be 
taken to reflect widespread senti- 
ment on the topics dealt with. 
Following are extracts from the 
editorial: 

“We do not propose to judge the 
guilt or innocence of Roscoe ar- 
buckle, accused of causing the 
death of Virginia Rappe in San 
Francisco.

ARTICLE X. 


Where Do the Chorus 
Beauties Go? 


By Florenz Ziegfeld, Jr.

One day last spring a group of 
theatrical wiseacres were gathered 
in a prominent New York club dis- 
cussing a topic which is as absorb- 
ing in Main street as it is on Broad- 
way. It was the old, old subject 
of beauty. 

“Yes, I remember that girl when 
she first arrived,’ one of them 
would say, “Let me see. .. didn’t 
she marry a duke or a baron or 
something or other across’ the 
water?” 

“Yes,” came an answer, “but. don’t 
you remember she couldn't stand the 
quiet life off stage and came back 
to a music hall five years later? 
And she does acts at charity enter- 
tainments and _ society pageants. 

Beautiful girl.” 

Before the group had broken up 
they had combed and recombed the 
list of chorus beauties famous in the 
past and had pieced together out of 
their combined memories the fates 
which had followed some hundred- 
odd beauties. I give it to you. ifn 
rough figures as it came to me. It 
will help to answer the often-put 
question, Where do the chorus beau- 
ties go after their reign of popu- 
larity? 

101 of 107 Chorus 
Beauties Married. 

The list of representative chorus 
beauties made upon this occasion— 
and, so far as IT know, the only list 
of its kind ever compiled—comprised 
one hundred and seven girls. It was 
found that: 

Seven had married within one 
year from their debut In the beauty 
chorus. 

Twenty-one more married within 
two years. 

Fourteen more 
three years. 

Thirty more married within four 
wears. 

“" Twenty-nine more married with- 
{jn seven years. 

Total of 101 who had married 
within seven years. | 

The years covered by these fig- 
ures ranged from 1899 to 1919, and 
this undoubtedly accounts for the 
abnormally large percentage of 
marriages. That 90 per cent of 
chorus beauties marry within ten 
years of their stage debuts would 
be a fairer average than the 95 per 
cent indicated in the figures above, 
for the stage beauty~of today is 
more devoted to her art and less 
easily parted from it than the girls 
of a decade or two ago. 

A Phenomenal 
Business Success. 

I have orten been asked whether 
chorus beauties have shown a dis- 
position to join the mad rush for 
business success which has lately 
seemed to sweep the women of the 
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country. Everywhere we read of 
women who have won fame in this 
or that important commercial ven- 
ture—women drawing fabulous sal- 
aries for tneir services. 

I don’t believe that 3 per cent of 
the beauties turn to business careers 
when they leave the chorus and I 
have often wondered at this. With 
the publicity which they receive, it 
might be supposed that more would 
settle down (upon retirement from 
the stage) to the managing of spe- 
calty stores or art shops or the 
like and thus attract a large popu- 
lar patronage. But the cases are 
few. 

Probably the most conspicuous 
case of business success of one who 
came from the ranks of the beauty 
chorus is that of Frances Rockefel- 
ler King, or New York. This enter- 
prising gir1 determined to rise in the 
theatrical world, and forthwith con- 
ceived and executed a plan for a 
career whicn might well be the envy 
of many so-called able business 
‘men. 

She had long noticed that there 
was a heavy demand in the great 
cities of the country for private en- 
tertainments. Wealthy persons 
giving parties might want a min- 
strel troupe or a ballet of chorus 
beauties or a team of comedians to 
entertainments for their 
guests. The field had never been 
properly organized. An agency was 
needed to connect the artists and 
the patrons and Miss King deter- 
mined to do the work better than 
it had ever been done before. Her 
success has been remarkable. She 
is now the director of private en- 
tertaining for the entire great 
Keith vaudeville circuit and {is said 
to know her business more !ntimate- 
ly than any other person, man or 
woman, in the United States. Her 
agency work brings her an income 
which makes her one of the half- 
dozen best paid business women in 
the world. 
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Few Fortune 
Hunters in Chorus. 


Contrary to public opinfon—which 
has been formed by consideration 
of a few sensational cases receiv- 
ing widespread publicity—the cho- 
rus beauty does not have for her 
chief aim in life, marriage to a mil- 
lionaire. It is true that there have 
been many instances of millionaire- 
chorus gir! marriages and. that, 
generally speaking, they have not 
turned ont to be models of domestic 
felicity. But remember that there 
are from fitteen to twenty thousand 
chorus giris in the country and 
that the vast majority of these 
modern giris have gone into the

profession to make good and earn as 
high a salary as possible. 

I bave scen thousands of beauties 
applying for positions in the chorus 
in the last twenty years and I can 
truthfully state that of recent years 
there has been a tremendous change 
in the sort of girl and in the mo- 
tives whicn seem to actuate stage 
aspirants. it is no longer a desire 
to get into the limelight as it once 
was. Fiften or twenty years ago 
title-seekers and gold diggers were 
quite common among chorus girls. 
In those days of the Stage Door 
Johnny, of which I have told in pre- 
vious articies, it was common for 
rehearsal or even a performance to 
be held up because some chorus 
beauty haa eloped. But nowadays 
the chorus beauties are more de- 
voted to their art. And marriages 
are more deliberate and, generally 
speaking, more fortunate in their 
results. 


The Original

Y should not like to have anyone 
gain the impression that all of the 
chorus beauties of the past two de- 
cades who married wealthy men 
could be ciassed as fortune-hunt- 
ers. There are many exceptions. I 
suppose that no single group of 
musical comedy beauties of its time

Again and again people have ask- 
ed what happened to these popular 
girls of that day who were so promi- 
nent in tng limelight—and since 
the latest 1nformation has just come 
to my attention I shall detail it as a 
matter of interest. 


Millions of Americans interested 
in beauty and song will remember 
that historic sextette. In spite of a 
multitude or claims—I have heard it 
said that the number of women 
who claim membership in the origi- 
nal sextette runs into the thousands 
—there were only six “originals.” 
They were: 


Margaret Walker, Daisy Green, 
Agnes Wayburn, Marjorie Relyea, 
Mary Wilson and Vaughn Texsmith.

It is true that today there are 
many marriages between wealthy 
men and chorus beauties, but you 
will find tnat even after marriage, 
the call of the footlights often 
brings them back to the stage: For 
the modern beauty with personality 
wants to ao more than lead a quiet 
life. Again and again it has been 
the case after several vears of do- 
mesticity a chorus beauty will coms 
to a theatrical manager and apply 
for a job again in the beauty chorus. 
And often she is taken back. 

On the other hend the beauty 
from the cnorus has a much better 
time in society now than she used to 
enjoy. It was not infrequent years 
ago to hear of instances of snubbing 
at the hands of alleged social su- 
periors who did not believe that a 
chorus giri was quite the sort of 
person they wanted to recognize, 
These foolish lines, however, have 
largely broken down and the chorus 
girl who now marries and moves 
into a typical American community 
is received just as any other person

I am 
also aware that the existence of 
such fundamental virtues as these 
can do little to save the chorus 
beauty from the condemnation of 
the puritanical-minded who have 
been always so quick to malign her. 

But to those who really know her, 
the chorus peauty needs no defense, 
She has the satisfaction of knowing 
not merely that she is the most 
beautiful type in the world, but also 
one of the most agreeable and most 
honest.

Nowadays when a scenario calls for 


speed, it means real speed. The pub- 
Nic has seen too many pictures by this 
time to risk faking. The camera can 
be made to speed up a car going at 
the ordinary pace, but it can’t do that 
without speeding up the pace of every- 
thing else in the picture. Everyone's 
suspicions are roused immediately by 
pedestrians in the distance sauntering 
over the landscape in a fast trot, little 
dogs wagging their tails with unnatural 
energy, and foliage swaying hurriedly 
back and forth in the gentle breeze. 
Anc even if tne public were still in- 
nocent enough to let the faking get by, 
no self-respecting actor would stand 
for it. The racing pictures you men- 
tioned were the real thing. The pace 
was just as hot as in professional con- 
tests, and in one of them I was pitted 
against such noted drivers as Tommy 


Milton, Ralph de Palma, Eddie Pullen 
and Ralph Mulford. 

I like pictures of this kind because 
I like getting over a speedway at a 
fast clip in a car, and also because I 
think a fair amount of action in pho- 
toplay is a desirable thing. We don't 
go to the moving picture theater to be 
lulled to rest, and I have always found 
the fans like a picture that could com- 
bine action in the details with plenty 
of action in the plot itself. 

I am going to do another automobile 
picture now, an adaptation of Sin- 
claiz Lewis’ story “Free Air.” but as 
the young man I play is possessed not 
of a foreign racing car, but what is 
generally known as a Tin Lizzie, I 
suppose the feats of my little car will 
have more to do with climbing trees 
and swimming rivers than with break- 
ing any speed records.

developed and printed, is a branch of 
the photographic department. We have 
a staff of about 40 cameramen, inciud- 
ing nine first cameramen, eight second 
cameramen, twelve assistant camera- 
men and a few still photographers and 
and special operators. 

“My assistant, Arthur Grant, of 
course relieves me of a good deal of 
the detail work. He keeps tab on all 
cameramen and all equipment and can 
tell me in a moment’s notice where any 
one manis, what men are on the bench, 
where each camera is employed, what 
lenses each is equipped with and what 
each man’s equipment consists of. 

“Weeks of preparatory work 
necessary before the beginning of each 
of Mr. De Mille’s pictures. It is 
necessery to re-test every lens, over- 
haul every camera that is to be used, 
then re-test most of the costumes that 
are going to be worn, for color values. 
Each of the new principals in the cast 
have to be given thorongh photo- 
graphic tests so as to develop the 
most perfect results in their make-up. 

Always Experimenting. 

“In addition to this we are contin- 
ually studying and striving for new 
effects in photography and making con- 
tinual experiments along that line. In 
every new picture, several new prob- 
lems arise which must be worked out.” 

By this time we had _ reached the 
camera wizard’s office, which was lo- 
cated in a corner of the large photo- 
graphic gallery 

“Here is my camera,” he said, potnt- 
ing to a Bell and Howell machine. It 
is fully equpped with special lenses of 
all kinds and the many cevices neces- 
sary to modern, up-to-date film pho-

“There are 26 more cameras belong- 
ing to the studio. These average an 
investment of $3,000 or $4,090 apiece.”

“That,” he continued, “does not in- 


clude a number of still cameras, a por- 
trait machine and a few kodaks and 
graflexes.” 

The Color Values. 

A color chart which stood above his 
desk, prompted another question. 

“What are the photographic values of 
color?” 

“Black, red, yellow, dark blue, purple 
—all photograph black,” he explained. 
“Pink, light blue, light yellow and 
white all photograph white, in slightly 
varying shades. What are known as 
‘neutral’ shades are grays and sepias. 
You are perhaps to ask, if this is the 
case, why the many rich and brilliant 
color combinations in the gowns, cos- 
tumes and settings? Costumes and set- 
tings are made up in colors, not for 
the benefit of the photographic results, 
as the only results that can be ob- 
tained, ultimately, are blacks and vary- 
ing shades of grays. But colors are 
used more for psychological effect up- 
on cameramen and players. Without 
the proper inspiration or atmosphere, 
one can not feel the spirit of the 
scene. A man on a blank stage can 
not give nearly the performance as the 
same man on a stage realistically set 
to represent some scene. He fairly 
feels the atmosphere of his surround- 
ings and he is inspired to carry out the 
corresponding action. Music is ‘provid- 
ed for the players in certain dramatic 
or emotional scenes Not because the 
music registers on the screen, but be- 
cause of its effect upon the players. It 
helps bring out the best that is in them. 
Color values serve the same purpose. 
Their effect is merely psychological. 
Colers also suggest lighting effects to 
the cameraman which would not be 
suggested by simple blacks, whites and 
grays. 

Treating the Camera Fye. 

“We often use colored filters 
make a photographic correction—that 1s 
to make a scene photogranh the same 
as it looks to the eye. For example, 
if one should photograph a sky scene, 
the sky would appear bleached and 
white on the film. But if the natural 
color of the sky is darkened a little by 
a filter over the lens, then the photo- 
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graphic result will be exactly the same 
shade as the eye picture. 

“It will be easity realized that to se- 
cure absolute efficiency in my depart- 
ment, I must depend upon my men, in- 
dividually, to give their directors good 
photography, and although I keep in 
constant touch with the quality of their 
work, the results are largely dependent 
upon their own skill, training and nat- 
ural sense of the artistic. For the 
reason, I have instituted a rigid course 
of training, by which cameramen are 
made, starting at the foot of the lad- 
der and mounting step by step through 
work and experience, until they have 
arrived at the coveted position known 
as ‘first cameraman.’ It is a rigid rule 
that every cameraman must be able, at 
a moment's notice to produce any pos- 
sible photographic effect that a director 
may desire, without hesitation of a 
lack of efficiency. This means that 
every first cameraman must be weil 
trained and prepared for what is be- 
fore him. To begin with, I always se- 
lect, so far as possible, men who have 
had a college education. At least they 
mst been through high 
Since the war _I have also given priori- 
ty in the applications to men who have 
seen service. 

“I make a high school or college ed- 
ucation a requisite because men who 


have school 


have received such traiping have gen- 
erally been schooled in the sciences of 
chemistry and physics, a knowledge of 
which is necessary to the chemical side 
of the photographic art, such as de- 
veloping and printing of films and col- 
or work. The applicant for the posi- 
tion of cameéraisan is first employed in 
the laboratory unti! he learns this 
chemical phase of photography. He is 
then assigned to a first cameraman as 
assistant, in which capacity his duties 
are to care for the camera, cleaning it, 
overhauling it when necessary and 
keeping it in first-class condition, and 
to be of*every possible aid to the cam- 
eraman on the set. Two or three years 
of experience in this work are required 
before a man can take the next step 
upward and become a second camera- 
man. The second cameraman is under 
the supervision of the first cameraman 
and his work is largely of a mechan- 
ical nature, the first cameraman as- 
suming all the responsibility for light- 
ing. and effects. It is generally neces- 
sary for a second cameraman to re- 
main in that position for about two 
vears before he is quahfied to make the 
final advance and become a first cam 
eraman. Thus, «bout five years’ time 
1s required to make a well-trained first 
cameraman of a raw recruit. 

“Even after reaching the treasured

self must develop his art and 
give expression to his own ideas and 
artistic talents. Hardly any two cam- 
eramen use exactly the same equip- 
ment and no two work exactly alike. 
The cameraman is provided with an 
outfit and told what to get. No re- 
straint is placed upon his methods of 
The only demand 1s that 
he get results. Every man must show 
his own individuality in his work. We 
rather encourage them not to imitate. 
“No matter what happens, the cam- 
eraman should always stick to his cam- 
era and keep the handle turning.

instance in which I had occasion 
adhere to my own course of training. 
I had gone up in an aeroplane to pho- 
tograph the opening of the new Bever- 
ley Speedway at Beyerley Hills, at the 
start of the first race to be held on the 
course. Before ascending, 1 had ar- 
ranged with the pilot that I would 
make known my wishes .- him while 
in the air, by means of a set of signals, 
it being impossible to converse over 
the roar of the motor. I instructed 
him that when I tapped him on the 
left shoulder, he was to descend and 
vhen I touched him on the right 
shoulder, he should ascend higher. 
Finding it impossible to get my cam- 
era focused directly on the spot which 
I desired to photograph, on account of 
the straps and the sides of the pit, I 
unstrapped myself and crawdled out on 
the top of the plane. In getting out 
of the pit, with my back towards the 
pilot, my foot touched him on the left 
shoulder. Immediately, he dropped 
and I lost my bearings altogether. The 
only think that saved my life was my 
prompt action in throwing my arms 
around the camera. and clinging for 
dear life, while my legs dangled in the 
air, a thousand feet from terra firma. 
The plane soon ceased its descent and 
I was able to crawl back 1nto the pit.”

“The country which it is proposed 
to erect into the practically inde- 
pendent kingdom of Irak was placed 
under the mandate of Great Britain 
on the breaking-up of the Turkish 
empire following the world war, and 
was generally spoken of as ‘tite 


mandate for Mesopotamia.’ It in- 
cludes approximately the old Turk- 
ish vilayets of Basra, Bagdad and 
Mosul, which cover the deita of the 
Tigris and. Euphrates and a con-

Even with the factors as 
they are, the British, who will con- 
tinue to hold the mandate, and the 
Arabians, who will be in immediate 
charge of the govérnmént,™ are 
counting on the rise of a state 
which may be compared without 
disadvantage with some of the great 
covernments that have occupied the 
land in the past. 
irrigation Made Splendor of 
Babylon. 


“To gain an idea of what wonder- 
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about in Mesopotamia one need ouly 
look into the past. At the begin- 
ning of history the plain of the 


Tigris and Euphrates was a garden- 
spot teeming with a well-fed and 
healthy people. If there was a 
‘grandeur that was Greece and a 
glory that was Rome’ there was as 
truly a splendor that was Babylon. 
And the splendor of Babylon was 
made possible six thousand years 
ago largely by the wealth that 
sprang from the intensive cultiva- 
tion of the river plain under a 
gigantic system of irrigation which 
even the most ambitious modern 
systems probably have failed in 


many ways to surpass. ......... ail 


“Great canals crossed the region 
between the rivers and ran (for 
miles on the outer sides, while 
smaller canais spreads the water to 
every corner of the country. Some 
of these ancient canals were prac- 
tically artificial rivers with two and 
t»ree parallel channels, the remains 
of which may be traced today for 


‘scores of miles. Watered by these 
countless streams, nearly cvery 
square foot of the country pro- 
duced its crops of dates, figs, graiu 
and other products, and the popu- 
lation wes many times that of to- 
day. | 

“Babylon’s agricultural Utopia 
was not a short-lived affair, but 
continued for nearly ten times as 
long as the period which has passed 
since white men settled in America. 
The country throve with only minor 
interruptions under Babylonians, 
Assyrians, Chaldeans, Greeks and 
Romans. But always the settled 
civilization of the agriculturists was 
threatened by the turbulent hill 
people to the north and east. Finally 
the. Parthians captured the coun- 
try and were followed by the Per- 
sians. Under these more barbarous 
rulers the great irrigation systems, 
even then much less efficient than 
during the golden age of Babylvun, 
rapidly deteriorated. 

Splendid, Gay, Wicked Bagdad. 

“Under the Abbassid Caliphs, 
with a combination of Arabic and 


Persian culture, Bagdad was found- 
ed on the Tigris in the very center 
of the river plain—the splendid, 
gay, wicked Bagdad of the Arabian 
Nights. Mesopotamla’s prosperity, 
though much less, was still relative- 
ly great, and Bagdad was for a 
while the metropolis of the world, 
its inhabitants at one time-number- 
ing 2,000,000 souls. 

“When the Turks got possession 
of the Caliphate and carried its seat 
on to the west, Bagdad withered; 
and under Turkish rule the Tigris 
and Euphrates valley entered its 
darkest period. The few canals that 
had continued to function properly 
joined those that long before had 
fallen into disrepair, becoming clog- 
ged or breaking their banks and 
causing floods. Much of the incom- 
parably fertile soil became and has 
remained until today bare plain or 
oozy swamp. Only a small percen- 
tage of the rich valley has for gen- 
erations produced any crops. 

“After the Young Turks came 
ixto power in 1908 reclamation 
work was undertaken fn the Tigris 


and Huphrates plain and some head- 
way was made. Since the British 
occupied Bagdad in 1917 this work 
has been carried much farther. An 
appreciable acreage has been drain- 
ed,.and dams and canals have been 
constructed. A railroad has been 
built from Bagdad to Basra, the 
port near the Persian gulf, a dis- 
tance of several hundred miles; and 
‘another line has been laid up the 
Tigris half way to Mosul. Connece 
tion with the Constantinople-to- 
Bagdad (once the ‘Berlin-to-Bag- 
dad’) railway will probably be ef- 
fected in the near future. 

“It is planned under the new 
Arab state and the mandate to cone 
tinue the work of rejuvenating the 
country’s ancient irrigation system. 
But there is a Herculean task to be 
accomplished before ‘The Garden of 
Eden’ blooms again. It was esti- 
mated before the world war that 
the ambitious project of the Turks 
to reclaim 3,500)00 acres would 
cost $130,000,000. The total area 
that might be irrigated is placed at 


about 12.500.000 acres.”

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The Demoniacal ‘Radio- 
Balistica,’ a Light- 
Ray Which Sets 
Off Explosives and 
WrecksElectric Pow- 
er Plants at a Dis- 
tance, Is Described 
in Action by an Offi- 
cial Report of Start- 
ling Experiments.

AGUE references to the fact that Giulo 
V Ulivi, the Italian engineer, had with a newly 
discovered ray of light wrecked the great elec- 


tric plant which supplies a large part of Lom- 
bardy with light and power, have been published 
from time to time here and in Europe. But 
what actually took place has never been told. 
It was too sensational. The war was still on 
when Ulivi made the experiment, so successful 
from his point of view, so disastrous from that 
of the owners of the electric works, and it was 
deemed wise to keep the new discovery a se- 
cret for the time being. 

But an official report of the extraordinary 
event has come into the possesion of this Maga- 
zine, and ther is now no reason for suppress- 
ing the facts any longer. 

It will be remembered that. Ulivi, in the first 
months of the war, created a sensation by an- 
nouncing that he had discovered a new ray of 
light which he could direct with mirrors to a 
considerable distance, a ray which would ex- 
plode any bomb or shell made of metal and con- 
taining anv of the powerful explosives such as 
dynamite or TNT. He conducted experiments 
and gave demonstrations Paris and at 
Florence, exploding from a distance of several 
miles bombs placed in the Seine and in the 
Arno. 

A controversy started at once. 
military scientists expressed themselves 
sceptical, and the cables brought to America 
quotations from some of the European papers 
which plaged Ulivi in a decidedly unenviable 
light. The echoes of this controversy were soon 
lost in the louder reverberations of the . war. 
Ulivi, however, continued his experiments, and 
in these succeeded to an extent that would have

made public. 
There may have been doubt as to the genu- 


ineness of those bomb-bursting experiments of 
1914: there can be none about those of 1917, 
after reading the document of which a transla- 
tion is printed below. This is an official report 
made by Adolfo Hilzinger, technical director of 
the great electric establishment of Somaini & 
Co. at Lomazzo, in Lombardy, on why the works 
of which he is manager were shut down on sev- 
eral days in the spring and summer of 1917, and 
why there was a bill for many thousand lire for 
repairs. It is a plain recital of facts, a report 
such as the manager of a great electrical power 
plant would make to his directors in case that 
great installation were suddenly put out of busi- 


ness. 


Ulivi’s mysterious “radio-balis- 
tica,” generator of the light- 


ray with new and baleful 


power. 


Ulivi calls his invention “radio-balis- 
tica.” He has never explained just what 
it is or how it works, and, unfortunately, 
the report throws little light upon it, 
but it gives the strongest sort of proof of 
what it can do. 

Mr. Hilzinger begins by describing the 
situation of Ulivi’s experiment camp in 
relation with the Somaini works, but 
fails to state the exact distance between 
them, He says: 

“The specially built shed in which Engi- 
neer Ulivi’s radio-balistic plant is installed is 
uated at the extreme southern end of a vast stre 
of land which extends to the rear of the establi 
ment (Somaini works), this occupying the nort® 
ern side.” 7 a 

The rest of the report is as follows: 

“It has already been noticed that whenev 
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the aforesaid plant was working all the lighf- +; 


ning arresters which protect the company’s lin

manner, prolonged discharges, greater than 
those observed in the heaviest thunder storms, 
being noticed from them.

from the lightning arresters in tbe central elec- 
tric building. I could see them through the 
windows of the office and of the factory, these 
being on the same level. While these discharges 
were taking place, however, three of the large 
electric motors, one of 500 H. P., one of 260 
H. P. and one of 150 H. P.;- all three built 
by Siemens-Schukert, started violently from 
their bases, to the great terror of the work- 
men. The chief electrician telephoned at once 
to Ulivi asking him to stop sending out his

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rhe next morning, at tha usual nour of turn- 
ing the current into the motors, that of 500 H. P. 
would not move, and we had to fall back upon 
an auxiliary steam motor in order to start the 
works. When the electric motor was dis- 
mounted wé found on both the stator and. the 
rotor many distinct signs of the electric dis- 
charges that had passed between them, the most 
evident being fusion of the metal, while four 
copper bars were so damaged that we had to 
replace them with new ones. It is noteworthy 
that the metal fuses of the motor line remained 
perfectly intact. 

“After this event the experiments had a rest, 
as Engineer Ulivi was obliged to go several 
times to Rome and Spezia for tests of his scotos- 
copia (photography in the dark). 

“When the aforesaid phenomena took place 
the apparatus that directs the wave emissions 
in the radiobalistic shed was pointed straight 
upon that part of our establishment in which 
the damage I have described took place. The 
owner of the establishment implored Engineer 
Ulivi to give the directing apparatus some 
other orientation, and by mutual agreement this 
was turned in an oblique. direction toward the 
extreme right (west) of the establishment and 


the Central Station of the Societa Lombarda di, 
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Elettricita at Lomazzo.” (This latter supplies 
power to the Somaini and cities of Lombardy.) 

“Here in chronological order is what hap- 
pened then: 

“July 18, 1917—While Ulivi’s radio-balistic 
plant was working in the afternoon of this day, 
the central station of the Societa Lombarda 
stopped twice; therefore the establishment of 
which I am manager had to shut down for lack 
of current. 

“July 21, 1921—On the afternoon of this day 
Ulivi stopped the Somaini works at will five 
times, and the central of the Societa Lombarda 
from which the establishment draws its power, 
twice. Hence the former was stopped seven 
times in all. 

“Several little motors of from two to five 
horse power were blown out.” 

He then gives a list of several workmen who 
received several electric shocks, none of which 
had serious results.

ing the cement ceiling. 

“In view of the fact that the apparatus which 
directs the emissions in the radio-balistic shed 
was pointed toward the west after the experi- 
ments of March 5, 1917, it is quite interesting to 
mote that all the phenomena observed since 
then in the establishment have taken place in 
the extreme western part of this, that is to say 
{n that toward which the directing apparatus 
was pointed. 

“It is also to be noted that before beginning 
his experiments Ulivi asked us to keep the es- 
tvblishment closed. When we replied that we 
could not close without orders from the gen- 
eral manager, he told us that he could close 
it himself whenever we started it in operation, 
and he disavowed all and any responsibility for 
damage to material or to persons that might 
he caused by his sexperiments. In fact, every 
time the establishment shut down he came over 
to find out what had happened; then he used to 
return to his workshop, and a few minutes later 
the establishment would be stopped again. It 
is also to be noted that before starting opera- 
tions Ulivi announced whether he would direct 
his rays directly on this establishment or on the 
central of the Socleta Lombarda di BDlettricita. 
And the results were always just such ag he 
announced. 

“July 22, 1917—Being Sunday, the establish- 
ment was closed. Ulivi entered his radio-bal- 
istic shed at 11 P. M. At 11.02 the lights, both 
of private individuals and of the streets of the 
town of Lomazzo and its environs went out 
instantly. 

“July 25, 1917—Ffgineer Luigi Negretti, who 
has the contract for the public illumination of 
Lomazzo and its suburbs, filed a protest, as he 
had found that every one of the lamps under 
his control was burned out and that there had 
been other damage to materials in his plant. 

“After this, Eneinecr Ulivi suspended his ex- 
periments and removed his radio-halistic shed. 

“Damages to materials suffered by the estab- 
lishment of Somaini & Co. of Lomazzo, includ- 
ing actual deterioration of machinery and ma- 
teriais and the frequent and long suspension of 
work due to the phenomena caused by the ra- 
diabalistic experiments of Tnzgineer Giulio Ultvi, 
amount to several tens of thousands of lire.” 

After reading this one does not wonder tha: 
the news of what Ulivi was. doing was so 
pressed. A ray of light or electricity or any- 
thing else that can be projected from a distance 
and made to cause such damage as Mr. Hilzinger 
describes would be a powerful weapon in war 
time. Fancy it being turned against oncoming 
tanks or attacking airplanes or submarines, and 
putting their motors out of business! There is 
not, however, any evidence that any of the 
powers who knew ahout it put it to use in the 
recent war, though this lasted fifteen months 
after the damage to the electric plant in Lom- 
bardy proved its effectiveness.
